That 
action will call attention to the devel- 
opment of the beet-sugar industry in 
the United States, concerning which 
the Treasury Department furnishes 
some illuminating facts. 
In 1863 only 14 per cent. of the world’s 
sugar was derived from beets. In 1860 
this had risen to 25 per cent., and in 
1900 it had reached 65 per cent. This 
has been accompanied by. a steady fall 
in price to the consumer, and also by 
an increase of per capita consumption. 
In its general aspect the sugar ques- 
tion was brought into renewed promi- 
nence in the United States because of 
the acquisition of large sugar areas in 
Porto Rico and the Philippines. The 
example of Hawali, with its great 
sugar development, indicates large 
possibilities for these territories, where 
the output of cane sugar, while pro- 
duced for centuries, has been hamp- 
ered by antiquated methods of produc- 
tion. 
No development of the world’s food- 
stuffs is more striking than that of 
beet sugar. In 1854 the total beet- 
sugar crop of the world was but 182,- 
000 tons; by 1864-66, it reached 536,000 
tons; in 1874-75, it was 1,219,000 tons; 
in 1899-1900, it was 6,510,000 tons. The 
price of sugar per pound fell from 5.37 
cents in 1871 to 2.49 cents in 1900. Dur- 
ing the latter period the world’s crop 
of cane *ugar rose from 1,599,000 tons 
to 2,904, tons, an increase not s0 
great as t of beet sugar, but still 
prodigious.

BANKRUPTCY LAW. 
PROPOSED AMENDMENTS.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—The Senate 
Committee on Judiciary today author- 
ized a favorable report on the bill 
passed by the House last session, for 
the amendment of the bankruptcy law. 
A number of amendments were 
adopted, but these relate, in the main, 
to details of administration. 

As the bill was reported it will re- 
‘to be made only 
where creditors have received prefer- 
ence fraudulentiy, and not in cases 
where they have been received in the 
ordinary course of business. The pro- 
vision relative to the taxes on home- 
steads was changed so as to protect 
the owner. There also were a number 
of changes in the provisions relating 
to fees. In general, the House in- 
creased the fees under existing laws,

religious faith, but that the election of 
an apostie would arouse opposition and 
inject an unfortunate question into na- 
tional politics and create unfavorable 
comment.

THAT HE ROBBED. 


LOS ANGELES GIRL FOLLOWED 
Santa Barbara Young Man Held for 


Examination Thursday—Peculiar Cir- 
cumstances of the Arrect—Union Tries 


to Run Things—Suit Ended. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF TILE TIMES.) 
SANTA BARBARA, Jan. 10.—Rich- 
ard Foster, the young man who was 
arrested in Los Angeles yesterday on 
a charge of having robbed Mrs. Ger- 
trude Lewis of this city of $2000 In 
money and about $700 worth of jewelry, 
was arraigned before Justice of the 
Peace Wheaton this afternoon and his 
preliminary examination set for Thurs- 
day. Foster has made a clean breast 
of everything to the officers. He ad- 
mitted hving taken the money and es- 
caping from the city to Tia Juana, 
Mex. While on his way to that city 
he telegraphed to a Miss Fisk, his 
sweetheart, who resides with her par- 
ents at No. 4213 Moneta avenue, Los 
Angeles, requesting her to follow him. 
This she did.' and they were married. 
Two days after the ceremony Foster 
sent his bride back to. Los Angeles, 
giving her $1400 of the stolen money 
and all of the jewelry. She delivered 
the’ money and jewelry to the officers 
upon Fosier’s request after his ar- 
rest. 

The woman whom Foster had robbed 
took a trip through the south shortly 
after the robbery was committed and 
visited San Diego. Four days ago she 
decided that she would take a trip 
across the line to Tila Juana, having 
never been in the little Mexican c'ty 
before.

VENTURA, Jan. 10.—The Walker- 
Rice contest in Superior Court came to 
an abrupt end yesterday when the 
attorneys for the plaintif’ announced 
that their client threw up the sponge.

The new owners of the Coombs re- 
finery will take over the plant Mon- 
day. As has been stated, the entire 
production of this establishment has 
siready been contracted for, and in 
all probability a number of new etillse 
will be ordered at an early date. 
LIGHT OIL, CONSUMPTION LARGE. 

The present consumption of light oll 
im the locat market is said by reliable 
jobbers to be greater than ever before, 
and, better still, the demand con- 
increasing. The por- 
tien of the light product is ipped 
from the Whittier and Olinda fields. 
Conservative estimates place the 
amount shipped in every month at or 
close to 96,000 barrels. Of this total 
the Los Angeles Lighting Company is 
using 5000 barrels a month, and similar 
amoywnts are taken care of by the Los 
Angeles Railway and Bdison HEiectric 
com pa nies. 

OUTSIDE DISTILLATE OFFERED. 
Although the Los Angeles Lighting 
Company has not yet renewed its dis- 
tillate contract, it is understeod that 
the company has been offered a supply 
of jow-grade stuff by northern refiners 
Under contract the company has been 
paying $1 a barrel for the 
distillate, which averages from/ to 
28 gravity. A Sunset concern is 
ported te have to age 
quantities of distillate running 

to 24 gravity, for 92 cents. and indi- 
cations are that it could be obtained 
at 90 cents a barrel, if a contract was 
closed soon. 

There is little or no distiliate In the 
field for sale at this time.

WAR OVER PASSES 
IS GETTING WARM.

HICAGO, Jan. 10.—{Exclusive Dis- 

patch.] Retaliatory measures have 

been decided upon by the western 
railway executive officials with refer- 
ence to the exchange of pasees with 
trunk lines. At a meeting held today 
it was decided to refuse all requests 
for transportation made by represent- 
atives of the Central Passenger Asso- 
clation lines, whose representatives are 
also in the employ of trunk lines. 

In pursuance of this decision, re- 
quests for passés for a large asmy of 
traveling agen made through the 
Michigan Central, the Lake Shore, and 
the lines in the western part of the 
systems of the Baltimore and Ohio and 
the Pennsylvania pave been refused. 

The lines have been drawn by the 
western men on the basis of reciproc- 
ity pure and simple. The action taken 
leaves the Grand Trunk as the role 
eastern iine whose traveling repre- 
sentatives wi!l have transportation in 
western territory. This fact will op- 
erate greatly to the advantage of the 
Grand Trunk, as the sentiment created 
in favor of that road will result in a 
large amount of traffic being routed 
east over that line. In cases, however, 
of representatives of fast freight lines, 
which operate partially over the Grand 
Trunk and partially over other lines, 
passes will not be issued.

Continuing the line will ¢o under the 
East River to the Brookiyn shore, and 
come to the surface near the Eush- 
wick station of the Long Island Rall- 
road. It is intended, according to the 
pians, to construct eight steel] tudes, 
each one of which will contain a sincle 
track. Electricity is ta be the motive 
power.

Guillermo Reyes, intendan of the 
Presidential train, went to New York 
to meet the party.

On his 
dismounting from the train he was af- 
fectionately greeted by Finance Min- 
ister Limantour and geveral govern- 
ment officials and personal friends.

All sorts of reasons are given for the 
action of Gen. Reyes in resigning the 
portfolio of War and Marine. Some of 
his enthusiastic admirers (and there 


are many) claim that it js-a stepping 
Stone to the Presidency the repub- 
lic. They point to the pre ce in 


the case of Gen. Gonzales. Gen. Manuel 
Gonzales was Minister of War under 
President Diaz, and in 1880, when Gen. 
Diaz withdrew in his favor and went 
on a trip to the United States, Gen. 
Gonzales became President, for one 
term, being then succeeded by Gen. 
Diaz. However, Gen. Diag has not 
half completed his present term, so 
that reason is not well grounded. 
There is a diversity of opinion as to 
Gen. Reyes; some think he favors the 
Americans and cite the fact that he 
encouraged their investments in the 
State of Nuevo Leon, and that due to 
the decided encouragement he ve 
them, as settlers and investors, there 
are today more Americans in the city 
of Monterey than in the City of Mex- 
ico. Others think he does not favor 
the Americans. At present he is rest- 
ing at his old Monterey home, seem- 
ingly outside the circle of political 
preferment and power, but he Is a man 
of ability and advanced ideas, and 
President Diaz knows that and will 
Bee that the nation has, at the proper 
time, the advantage of his abilicy. 

President Diaz has a wonderful way 
of discovering the ability resident in 
those about him, and has always used 
it for the betterment of the nation. 
Gen. Reyes, as Minister of War and 
Marine, did much to improve the mor- 
ale of the army, and -his service in the 
creation of the Reserve was a 
hoteworthy stroke of public service, 
even t h he ran the department in 
det. His was the only department 
that exceeded its budget allowance. 

In the budget for 1901-1902 Gen. 
Reyes exceeded the amount appor- 
tioned to the Department of War and 
Marine by $1,670,000. All the other de- 
partments not only. kept within their 
allowance, but had a surplus. The 
overexpenditure in the War Office not 
only absorbed there various items of 
surplus, but In the total ran the budget 
behind in the sum of $240,000. Of course, 
the use he made of tle funds was not 
questioned, and in fact he was bulld- 
ing for the future, and advancing the 
army to a state of perfection that will 
count. He was ambitious to bring up 
the Mexican army nearer his own 
ideals, and in doing fo did not stop 
to count the cost in dollars and cents. 

It was a laudable ambition, and none 
more than President Diag can appre- 
ciate the good service rendered to the 
army, and incidentally to the nation; 
by his old comrade in arms. It is al- 
ready reported that President Diaz 
intends to send Gen. Reyes on a #pe- 
clal milliary commission of dipio- 
matic importance to Europe and tbe 
United States, a mission he would not 
intrust to any one not enjoying his 
confidence. The political enemies of 
Gen. Reyes think that is a way of 
shelving him, but hie friends do not 
impute such intentions to President 
Diaz, nor concede for a moment that 
a man so young and so able can be 
shelved. 

Gen. Mena, the new Minister of War 
and Marine, who will take the con- 
firmatory protest this week, is an old 


soldier of the republic. He received 
his grade designation of brigadier- 
general on November 1, 1880, after a 


long and meritorious line of service. 
As Congressman he represented § the 
great insular State of Guanajuato, his 
native State, and became Governor of 
the same. He left that position to 
serve hig country in the capacity of 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary in Berlin, and later in 
London. He also served the republic 
for some time as financial agent * in 
London. Upon his return he wus an- 
pointed Minister of the Department of 
Communications and ‘Public Works, a 


povition he has held since 1895. He is 
a mah of taciturn disposition, but 
among his friends he has a most 


charming manner, and has won them 
by the thousand, due to his frari, 


open manner.

In the State of Oaxaca, for 
ingiance, due to the compulsion of the 
law initiated by President Diaz, the 
Indians, big and little, flocked to the 
schools, and from 21,000 that attended 
the public schools in that State, in 
1385, the number rose to 136,000 in 1894. 
Oaxaca is.the native State of Presi- 
dent Diaz, hence it was naturai that 
mM should lead in the increased educa- 
tional opportunities. Throughout the 
republic there were In 1896 about 00 
high echools and private schools, 6)0 
newspapers, 100 public libraries, twenty 
museums, three observatories and 
thirty scientific arsociations. 


During the last seven years the pub- 


Iic-school attendance hag increased 
twofold, while there ere those who 
claim that 2,000,100 children and 


grown-up persons attend the public 
schools and government schools. In 
the mugicipality of Mexico there are 
150 schdbdis open to the public, besides 
a dozen or so of the primary.schools 
sustained by the Federal governmerit. 
Including the secondary and higher 
schools and colleges, the total number 
of educational establishments within 
the municipality if about 490, with an 
attendance of atoat 25,000.

For some time 
the iocal physicians could not determine 
the character‘cf the disease, but it is 
now established to be the bubonic 
plaguc, and nearly twenty physicians 
are at work among the sick and the 
dying, among them two Amoricans, 
Drs. George W. Rayer and A. H. Mc- 
Hatton. Dr. Gonzalez Favela, the rep- 
resentative of the Board of Heatth, 
submitted the matter to microscopic 
research, and last Wednesday discov- 
ered the bacclll of the bubonic plague, 
and te'egraphed the, fact to Dr. 
Liceaga. A lazaretfo was erected cn 
Belvedere Island, also barracks, and the 
first cases were taken there on Tuet- 
day. There are nearly two dozen sick 
at the lazaretto, and six deaths were 
reported on Friday. Due to the un- 
healthy condition of Mazatlan, even un- 
der ordinary conditions, it was expected 
that the rate of deaths under the plague 
would be #80 per cent., but it ts 
scarcely 60 per cent. The death rate in 
Mazatlan, from all causes, during the 
month of December, was 186, the larg- 
est record for twenty years. The gov- 
ernment has disinfected or destroy+3 
the houses of thoee who were sick, and 
provided tents for the homeless 
families. The purveyers who used to 
bring meat and other provisions to the 
town struck, and the municipal goev- 
ernment had to accede to their de- 
mands bofore they would bring in any 
more supplics. It is calculated that 
five hundred peop'e are leaving Magat.- 
lan daily striking inland on horseback, 
in coaches or afoot, all eager to escape 
the danger. A thorough quarantine 


has been established, .and even the 


vessels of the Pacific Mall have been 
ordered to stay away from the 


port.

Last evening's Diario Official, or gov- 
ernmenta!] daily. organ, published an 
important article, showing that, al- 
though Finance Minister Limantour 
was born of foreign parents, he is a 
Mexican. This leaves him in undis- 
puted right to the portfolio of the 
Treasury, and in case he so desires, 
leaves him free to run for the Presl- 
dency. For this latter office, the 
Diario Official says no one has as yet 
proposed Mr. Limantour, although 
many have mentioned him as a posai- 
ble Presidential candidate. Article 77 
of the Constitution provides that no 
one can be President of the republic 
unless native born, and article 87 of the 
same Constitution extends the same 
inhibition in case of Cabinet Minis- 
ters. After discussing the concrete 
definition of citizenship, the Diario 
says that two prinecipies govern the 
nationality of origin, the point under 
discussion, viz.: the jus soll {place 
of birth.) and the jus sanguinis 
(pareniage.) According to the first 

mere fact of being born tin a 
country confers citizenship, «nd ac. 
cording to the second ihe child in- 
herits the nationality of the parent, 
whether born in the native or in a for- 
eign iand. According to the 
sanguinis, a child bern to Mexican 

rents in a foreign land inherits the 

exican citizenship, whereas, accord- 
ing to the jus soll, he should have been 
born on Mexican soil to acquire that 
capacity. All “Mexican poiltical insti. 
tutions a laws Im regard to the 
Status of foreigners, except that of 
Santa Anna in 1854, (and no one could 
suppress him!) were invariably in- 
formed by the jus soll, which still pre- 
dominates on the American continent. 
The Constitution of 1857 admits both 
principles, the jus sanguinis in section 
1 of article 82,, and the jus soli in 
fection 3 of the same article. The 
laws of some other countries recognize 
both principles. The Mexican law of 
1896, an organic law of the Constitu- 
tion, recogpizes both. The requirement 
of being a citizen by birth was taken 
by Mexico from the American Consti- 
tution, and transferred to all the 
comtitutions of this country, com- 
mencing with that of 1824, adopted im- 
mediately after the consummation of 
the independence. Article 2 of that 
Statute says: “No person except a nat- 
ural-born citizen - Shall be eligi- 
ble to the office of President.” Later 
enactments confirmed that ruling with 
regard also to Cabinet Ministers and 
the justices of the Supreme Court. 
Before the ruling of the Constitution of 
1857 even, the following were Presi. 
dents or Ministers. or both: Lucas 
Alaman. Valentin Gomes Farias. Man- 
uel de la Pefia y Pefia, Gen. Herrera. 
Gen. Arista, all sons of Spaniards, and 
mder this present Constitution: Gen. 

omonfort, Sebastian Lerdo de Tejada 
and Miguel Lerdo de Tejada, José 
Maria Iglesias, Ezequiel Montes, sons 
of Spaniards.

Rubber Growing in Mexico. 

CITY OF MEXICO, Jan. 1.—{To the 
Editor of The Times:] In a letter 
written by Frederic J. Haskin from 
this city and published in The Times 
of December M, the writer sald: 

“In order to determine fust what 
profits have been made in producing 
cultivated rubber, I called at the of- 
fice of the largest land company dcoing 
business !n Mexico, and asked the 
manager for the best statement of 
actual results he could make. This is 
an honest concern, dnd the following 
reply is based on facts: ‘We sent a 
representative to make a tour of the 
cultivated rubber groves in Mexico 
that had been tapped and their prod- 
ucts marketed. At a plantation near 
the town of Tuxtepec on the gulf side 
of the State of Oaxaca near the line 
of the State of Vera Cruz, the planter 
stated that he had tapped 259 of his 
trees and had obtained from them 800 
pounds of clean rubber ready for mar- 
ket. A few of these trees were planted 
eighteen to twenty years ago and 
yielded as high as twelve pounds, but 
the most of them were from seven to 
nine years old, and the average yield 
of the rubber was two pounds net 
rubber to the tree. Five months after 
being tapped these trees were in fine 
condition, the wounds tu the bark be- 
‘ng filled with the new wood. so that 
they will be ready to tap again next 
season. To prepare the rubber the sap 
was caught in buckets and out 
on the cement floor ‘used for drying 
coffee. It was allowed to stand to a 


depth of two inches and Icft for sev- 
eral days to dry in the sun. it was 
then cut into long strips, rolled up 
into compact form and shipped in this 
condition. The rubber netted the 
planter $1 per pound in silver.’ 

“The reader can easily work eut the 
example. This man got $500, In Mex- 
ican money, which, on the day Uuie wat 
written, amounted to but $312 in Amer- 
iean currency. He had waited on ali 
the trees for from seven to nine years 
for his first harvest, and on some of 
them from eighteen to twenty years. 
On the ones tor which he had waited 
seven years he got two pounds of rub- 
her, which brought him 8 cents. And 
yet some fellow had the barefaced gall 
to issue a statement about ‘realizing 
400 per cent. per ahnurn net profit for 
twenty-five to thirty years.” It takes 
an abnormal nerve to do things like 
that, but what is more astonishing is 
Zhat there are so many people ready to 
gulp down such exaggerations. If 
rubber growing will guarantee 1° per 
cent. on the investment—not to speak 
of 400 per cent.—there is enough idle 
eapital all ready and waiting, in the 
United States to plaut every acre of 
land suitable to its culture in the 
world, and it would rot be necessary 
to advertise to get it, either.” 

The rubber belt of the trorics of 
Mexico lies at an altitude of frqm 200 
to 500 feet, taken from the foothills of 
the Cordilleras on one side and the low 
coast plains on the other. Its northern 
limit can be reughiy placed at a point 
just south of Cordoba or Vera Cruz 
and extending southward and eastwari 
to the States of ‘Tobasco and Chiapas, 
and it is from twenty to fifty miles 
wide: much of this land, on account of 
the soll tacking proper drainage and 
constituents, is unavailable for suc- 
cessful rubber culture. 

Here and there in years gone by In 
all this entire region, planters have 

lanted rubber trees 
ee trees and cacao. 
vated and often planted under unfa- 
vyorable conditions, yet in nearly ev-

Undoubtedly the rubber plantation 
to which Mr. Haskin refers in his ar- 
ticle is that of fefier Don Joaquin 
Jiminez, whose plantation is only one- 
half hour’s ride from the city of Trx- 
tepec, Oaxaca, a gentieoman of means, 
who, like other planters, used these 
rubber trees as shade for coffee. He 
has several thousand rubber trets 
which were never tapped until last 

r, when, as an. experiment, he al- 
owed a representative of a Vera Cruz 
commercial house to tap about 509 
trees. The product of the rubber trees 
was sold to these people on the planta- 
tion at 80 cents a pound, Mexican &il- 
ver, the buyer doing all the work, ex- 
tracting the sap, etc. No one has ad- 
mitted that these trees were bled to 
‘heir fullest capacity, yet a single tree 
produced twelve pounds of pure rubber.

Mr. Haskin 
does not believe in rubber culture, 
yet, according to his own  state- 


‘ment, 350 trees yielded 800 pounds of 
rubber. [t is true thai the representa- 
tive of the Vera Cruz house paid Sefior 
Timinez but 99 cents ellver per pound, 
but the market quotations for rubber 
at that time were from45 to M cents 
gold per pound, which, reduced to sil- 
ver money, the exchange being 2364, 
would be $1.16 to $1.38 sliver 
per pound. Mr. Haskin stated the rub- 
ber was clean; then it is fair presume 
that it would bring the highest price, 
and should have sold for $1108 stiver 
or $432 gold. Even to have sold at the 
lowest quotation for dirty cull rubber 
it | have brought $912 silver or 
$360 gol 

Now, it is customary to plant 400 
trees to the acre, and if planted in a 
modern way this 800 pounds of rubber 
might reasonably be expected from 
seven-eighths of an acre of land. 

Mr. Haskin says the eighteen to 
twenty-year-old trees yielded twelve 
pounds of net rubber to the tree; 
sold for only 50 cents gold per pound 
they would yield $6 to the tree; with 
only 350 trees to the acre would produce 
a revenue of $2100 to the acre, and from 
the young trees $1 per tree, or $360 
gold per acre, to say nothing of the 
crops harvested annually that produce 
an increased yield from the first tap- 
ping during the life of the tree for 
from forty to fifty years. Let the 
solid businese man do his own figur- 
ing on the figures presented by Mr. 
Haskin. 

Understand that I am not saying 
anything about the people who issue 
statements about 400 per cent. profit to 
be realized in rubber investments, and 
who are charging $300 per acre fo 
rubber lands brought to a state of in- 
come development, as to what it costs 
them to plant and care for rubber 
lands per acre until the sixth or eighth 
year, but it is fair to presume they 
are making a profit for their time and 
enterpfise in taking care of the propo- 
sition during these years. I do not 
defend dishonestly-conducted 
proposition; neither do I say that there 
are any dishonestly-conducted rub- 
ber-growing properties. I simply de- 
sire to state the facts as they exist 
that they may be known, so the bona- 
fide investor can arrive at a correct 
conclusion. 

It is the general impression in trade 
circles that the future of the rubber- 
growing Industry is bright: that the 
demand for rubber is constantly in- 
creasing. It is a well-known fact thet 
the successful rubber-tree-growing belt 
ie very limited In extent in Mexico 
From a business and commercial poirt 
of view, as the rubber tree seeme to 
have but few enemies, an hon- 
estiy-conducted rubber proposition wil! 
pay, whether 400 per cent. or any other

day to this very present time. There 
is no question that his Influence has 
extended far beyond the bounds of the 
Christian church, and has been felt and 
recognized in world history. Again, 
that Paul was a thoroughly honest, 
sincere person, is hot questioned. Even 
those who regard him as self-deceived 
unanimously acquit him of being a 
conscious or intentional deceiver. Those 
who question his sobriety ize 
that in intention he was a man un- 
impeachable veracity. 
COMMISSIONED BY CHRIST. 

Again there is the question that Paul 
himself did claim to be under a 
unique divine influence; to re- 
ceived his commission, dnd what he 
calis his “gospel directly from the 
risen Christ himself. Writing to the 
Corinthians, he says: “Am i not an 
apostie? Have I not seen Jesus our 
Lord?’ («I Corinthians ix, 1.) As 
throwing light on this last statement, 
we may note that a, little further 
along in this same letter, speaking of 
those to whom the risen Christ had 
appeared, he says: “And, last of all, 
as unto one born out of due time, He 
to me also.” Corinthians, 
xv, 5.) | 

Writing to the Galatians, he speaks 
of himself thus: “Paul, an apostie, not 
from men, neither through man, but 
through Jesus Christ and (God, the 
Father, who raised Him from the 
dead,” etc. ‘Galatians i, 1.) Later in 
this satne letter he puts forth this ring- 
ing challenge: “For I make known 
to you, brethren, as touching the gos- 
pel that was preached by me, that it 
is not after man. For neither did I 
receive it from man, nor was | taught 
it, but it came to me through revela- 
tion of Jesus Christ.” (Galatians |, 
11-12.) There is, therefore, no ques- 
tion that the claim involved in our 
inquiry is not one that others made 
for Paul, and, #0 to epeak, put Into his 
mouth, but one which he explicitiy, 
emphatically and repeatedly makes 
himself. 


FACTS OF HIS CONVERSION. 
Once more there is no question that 
Paul bases this ciaim upon certain 
experiences which he himself regarded 
as unique; nor that the initial and 
pivotal experience of this kind oc- 
curred at the gates of Damascus, as 
Paul, accompanied by some others, 
was hurrying to that city to execute 
a commission received from the Jew- 
ish Sanhedrin tm Jerusalem. The par- 
ticulars of this last experience we have 
from Paul himself (Acts xxii, 2-21, 
xxvi, 2-23.) It is important that we 
showld note them. Paul, then, wae 
e 
Sanhedrin at Jerusalem to hunt down 
the disciples of Christ at Damascus. 
Going with a company of fqllowers 
to execute this commission, as he drew 
nigh unto Damascus, about noon, sud- 
denly a great light from heaven shone 
round about them. They all fell to 
the ground. Pau! heard the voice of 
the risen Christ challenge his conduct 
in persecuting the latter's disciples. 
Awed into submission, he asked to 
know Christ's will. He was bidden to 
go into the city, and there await fur- 


ther instructio He obeyed; but be- 
ing himself biinded by the glory of the 
light already mentioned, he had to be | 
led into Damascus by his compe nions, | 
They also, as already indicated, saw ' 
the light, which prostrated him and 
them alike. While they had not heard 
the articulate words which he had, 
they had heard a sound of some kind. |

Paul was then baptized, and, to the 
great surprise of all Christians; in 
Damascus and elsewhere, began at 
once a career cl only with . his 
death. I may add that this incident, 
unique as it was, did not stand ajone 
in Paul's experience. 
OCCURRED IN DAYLIGHT. 

I have entered thus into particulars, 
because, in order to a fair ju ent 
of Paul's case, we ought to have t 
clearly and definitely before us. For 
instance, it is important to note that 


the whole thing occurred in the open, 
so to speak, and in broad daylight. It 
was no vision of the night. It did not 
take place when Paul had gone into 
his closet and shut to the door. It ex- 
tended over a considerable period of 
time—three days, the histortan tells. 

Others besides Paul were active par- 
ticipants in it. Such were his travel- 
ing companions and Ananias. The phe- 
nomena recounted do not all fall 
within the invisible or the spiritual 
sphere. 
be seen with the eye of sense. There 
was a fall to the ground. the jar of 
which must have been felt by Paul's 
companions as well as himself. There 
seems to have been a stampede of all 
the horses, for we are told that Paul 
was “led by the hand” into Damascus. 
There was the physical blindness last- 
ing for three days, and the su vent 
restoration of the sense of sight. All of 
these phenomena belong to the visible 
and material sphere. They are not oc- 
cult or obscure, but natent and unms- 
takable.. Moreover, there was not the 
uniformity in the various effects that 
we might have expected. Paul's com- 
panions saw the light and fell to the 
ground, as he did, but they were not 
a sound of some 

nd, but no articulate w 

tt heard } ord such as 

rther, the whole occurrence w 
the matter of subsequent conversation 
between Paul and his companions. 
They gave him their version of what 
happened. He gave them his. Once 
more, Paul in rehearsi the matter 
makes no effort to conceal, to harmon- 
ize or to explain. He does not even 
say that at this time he saw the risen 
Christ. 
the dazzling light was produced: no 
theory as to whether the words that he 
heard were addressed to his physical 
sense of hearing or to some inner 
sense; no theory as to why he was and 
his companions were not blinded. 
When it is facts and physical effects 
that are in question he is prepared to 
speak fully and in detail. As to 
eauses he has nothing to say. That 
certain effects did take place he states 
explicitly. How .they were brought 
about he does not assume to know, or 
at least to ®ay. 

It should be noted that there ts en. 
tire independence of .action between 
two of the most conspicuous person- 
ages in this history—namely, Paul and 
Ananias. Paul had no knowledge of 
the experience of Ananias. He was not 
expecting the appearance of the lat- 
ter. Ananias,-on the other hand, prior 
to his vision, had no knowledge of 
what had befallen Paul. At first he 
was unprepared to execute the duty 
jaid upon him. And yet when Ananias 
comes to Paul his experience and that 
of Paul dovetail the one into the other. 
Neither of them expecting the meeting, 
neither of them aware of what has 
happened in the experience of the 
other. the persecutor and the (‘hris- 
tian come together and claim and own 
each other as brethren. To put it 
mildly, this is not only a remarkable 
history, but quite a» remarkable a nar- 
rative. It would, perhaps, be scarcely 
leas dificult to find a parallel for the 
latter than for the former.

EXPERIENCE WAS REAL. 


This much is plain. Those who af- |’ 


firm that Pau! was a deluded ent!-usiast 
must admit that there was some exper! - 
ence of some sort in which his delusion 
grounded itself. If Faul is an honest 
man, as all ere agreed, and dates his 
elaim to be under a_ divine influence 
from events happening on a particular 
occasion at the gates of Damascus, then 
something must have ha ned there at 
the time designated. What was it? 

Those who affirm that Paul was a de- 
luded enthuriast must set aside Paul's 
own statement of the essential facts 
of his experience at Damascus. How, 
then. will they explain Paul's state- 
ment? As lI have shown, it is particulor 
and minute. It is not loose and hap- 
hazard, but so constructed that one part 
supports and substantiates another. It 
deais for the most part with matters in 
reference to which one could not have 
erred unwittirgly. And yet we are 
agreed that Paul was an honest man, 
Could he have been deceived in refer- 
ence to the fali from his horse, his 
blindness, his conversation with his 
companions, the coming to him of Ana- 
nias, the statements made by the latter, 
and his own restoratl to sight? He 
was not an idiot. 

“NOT DONE IN CORNER.” 

Walving this point, those who affirm 
that Paul was a deluded enthusiast 
must account for the fact that a man 
of Paul's unquestionable intelligence 
and unquestioned integrity should be 
unable to give us an account of what 
happened to lead him te lay claim to be 
under a special divine influence. They 
must rather explsin how Paul, being an 
honest man, could have substituted for 
his actual experience, whatever that 
may have been, so circumstantial and 
specific account of an experience which, 
in their view, he could not possibly have 


Those who affirm that Pau! was a de- 
luded enthusiast cannot stop with mere 
negations. As Pal himeelf said, ‘*This 
thing was not done in a corner.” There 
was such a man as Paul. We are in 
possession of en account of his career 
from a contemporary. We have letters 
from his own pen. He has been a con- 
spicuous and mighty factor in world 
history. He did claim to be under a 
commission received directly from the 
risen Christ. I was at pains to show 
that these are matters about which the 
best scholarship of our day raises no 
question. Under these circumstances 
behooves those who adit his honest 
but deny the reality of the experience 
narrated in Acts to offer some rational 
and sufficient account of the origin of 
Paul's strange delusion.

CRITICS WHO DENY MIRACLES. 


But, some one may say, Let those 
who will dispute as to whether Paul 
was sane or insane, honest or dishon- 
est and as to whether the records are 
contemporary and trustworthy or the 
reverse—we live in a day w such 
narratives as that in Acts xil and 
=xxvi are out of date, because they in- 
volve a miracle, and we can no longer 
believe in miracles. The uniformity of 
naturé has been so driven into our 
minds by a multitude of particulars 
that we cannot conceive of its being 
interrupted. 

To this I reply. being dazzled by ex- 
cessive fight is not inconsistent with 
what we know of the uniformity of 
nature; neither is falling from a horre: 
neither is a conversation @& to an un- 
expected and mysterious 
neither is an uniooked-for visit from 
one hitherto a stranger to us; nor is 
blindness from excees of light; nor-is 
restoration from blindness. If experi- 
ences like these cannot be substanti- 
ated and established by § testimony 
where are we? But some will say that 
So to state the case before us is to 
trifle. a statement, it will be said, 
omits the most important and signifi- 
cant factors In Paul's experience. 

NATURE NOT VIOLATED. 

One thing at a time. These are in- 
tegral and essential factors in the case. 
They are as real as the vision or the 
words of the risen Christ. Now for the 
others—Paul does not undertake to 
tell us what caused the brillant light, 
but only that he saw it. He does not 
try to explain how God could have 
raised up Christ from the dead, but 
contents himself with testifying that 
he saw the risen Christ. He does not 
affirm that the laws of nature were 
“interrupted” or “contravened,” or that 
a epecial order of nature was devised 
for that special time and place. What 
he thought on these points he has 
not told us. 

Anyone who has ever heard of a tele- 
phone, a radiograph, X-rays or wireless 
telegraphy ought te be very siow to 
affirm that-any of the effects men- 
tioned by Paul in Acts xxii and xxvi 
could not have been produced without 
the slightest jar to the order of nature 
as we know it, or the least interruption 
of the operation of the genera! laws by 
which God now governs the world. 
Anyone who thinks otherwise needs 
simply to clarify his thinking. I rest

Lord Howe's Acres Menaced 
by Other Claimanss. 


LONDON, Dec. 4.—It now seems 
highly probable that one of the most 
extraordinary cases in the history of 
English law—eupposedly settled for all 
time two years ago—wt)l have to be 
réopened. If it is, a British nobleman 
who hag just been entertaining King 
Edwart, may have to surrender his 
wealth and broad acres to folk of hurm- 
ble station. 

The legal contest, which seems likely 
to be resuscitated, is the world-re- 
nowned “Jennens case,” which ocqu- 
pied the attention of the English 
Chancery Court for 104 years, and on 
which Charles Dickens founded the is- 
terminable “Jarndyce va. Jarndyce” 
case in “Bleak House.” The dispute 
was as to the next of kin of old Wil- 
liam Jenne reputed to be the rich- 
est man his time, who died iIntes- 
tate in 1798. Claimants to his money 
and estates arose in almost every part 
of the world, and it has been calcu- 
lated that from firet to last over $500,- 
000 was spent by different would-be int 
herftors in pushing their claims, Many 
of these folk beggared themeeives in 
attorney's fees, and died in the poor- 
house. Meanwhile the case dragged 
on, the estates held in chancery in- 
creased int worth, and the funds ac- 
cumulated interest, so that the value-of 
the whole rty was augmented by 
mfllions dollars. 

To this fortune the yroune FEari of 
Howe, whe is Lord-in-waiting to King 
Edward, and wha has just been act- 
ing as His Majesty's host, fell heir 
two years ago, the Chancery Court in 
which the case had dragged on for so 
many years, having decided, some time 
previously, that he was the rightful 
owner. estates, which were 
awarded to Barl Howe, include Gopsal!

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Broadway theaters have been almost 
unprecedentiy poor. A musical com- 
edy, “The Country Girl;" Pinero's 
much-discuesed drama, “iris:"' Miss 
Cros@eman's romantic play, “The Sword 
of the King,.”” may be cited as excep- 
tions to the rule. 

The reason for this disappointing 
state of affairs is, undoubtediy, to be 
found in the character of many 

season's offerings, which 
brought about, a sentiment of 
distrust on the part of the 
public, and a disposition to patrenize 
new plays with more caution than 
heretofore. New York is enormously 
prosperous today, just as the whote 
country is prosperous; but New Yor« 
is not paying so much money for 
theatrical amusements, comparatively 
speaking, as the other large cities are 
naying. 

One thing certain is that the reign 
of frivolity and indecent trash, so far 
as New York is concerned, is ended. 
The sharp and decisive failure of **The 
Two Schools,” at the Madison fFquare 
indicates the growing dislike tor «a 
, Class of entertainments that, off and 
on, for several seasons, have disgraced 
our stage. “Iris is successful, noc 
because it is decadent and impure, but 
because Mr. Pinero has concentratea 
upon it all the technical skill of whicn 
he is master. It is an objectionabie 
theme, brilliantly treated. 

“Everyman,” with God introduced 
as a speaking character, was not pro- 
d@uced in a theater, but at a hall usu- 
ally used for musical entertainments.

For Consumptive Actors. 

The projected sanatorium for actors 
afflicted with consumption, which was 
Mentioned several weeks ago in these 
columns, bids fair to become a _ re- 
ality within a very short time. From 
indications there is every reason to 
believe that work will be begun on the 
buliding itself next sutnmer, and it ts 
quite possibie that before another 
Christmas comes the institution may be 
open amd ready to receive players 
who need place where they may re- 
ceive pro treatment in order that 
they may recover. From all over the 
United States have come messages 
of praise and encouragement. Wha is 
more to the point, substantial offers of 
aid have been received. 

Although, as,yet, no attempt has 
been made to secure promises from 
managers to give performances for the 
benefit of the buliding and mainte- 
nance fund, not less than twenty-five 
companies have signified their willing- 
ness to give these special performances 
at any time they may be called upon. 
Among them are such players and 
mangers as Stuart Robson, James 
Neil... Raymond Hitchcock, and the 
“King Dvudo” Company, Horace Lewis 
and “The Poor lRelation”’ Company, 
Dave Warfield, P. J. Kennedy's “Cap- 
tain Jinks” Company, Primrose and 
Docksiadter, Murray and Mack, J. Cc.

playwrights, who have passed the ex- 
pesimental stage, and are finding a 
steady market for their products, en- 
courages the belief that when the deor 
is opened to writers, unknown to fame, 
there wil] spring up many dramatists 
who will have a large share in provid- 
ing the American public with dramatic 
material. At present, their light is 
hid under the bushel of the syndicate’s 
sordid commercialism. 

It is likely that the new Independent 
Booking Agency, which has come 
quietly and modestly into the feid, 
may exercise considerable influence 
upon the future Improvement of our 
theater. The Independent Agency is 
unique, In that it is not conducted for 
profit. Three managers—James K. 
Hackett, Maurice Campbell and my- 
self—established the agency last July, 
for purpose of unifying the iIn- 
dependemt theaters of the country, 


sent to the of the different 
companies every theatrical organiza- 
tion In the United States will respond. 
It will be remenrbered that the sana- 
torium ‘is to be built and: maintained 
solely by the proceeds of. public per- 
formances, thus making is unnecessary 
to call upon any persons for individual 
subscriptions of money.

The 
fact that the bank been maligned 
by other financial insfitutions in the 
larger cities has not shaken the faith 
of the Dowle followers in it and they 
freely deposit their money there. This 
bank serves a double purpose to Dr. 
Dowle. It is not only a source of great 
revenue, but it gives him a chance to 
keep a line on the financial condition 
of every one of its depositors.

Its harvest of broken bearts and 
ruined lives, cf hate and fear. and the blight of hideous 
disease, is a deterrent. The harm comés when the 
artist, to make his work more attractive, gives us bot 
part of the picture. Even writers of the better class of 
drama and fiction have often traded im the public 
morals for financial gain in this manner; throwing their 
drawings out of due proportion and turning on the red 
lights in place of common, clear daylight. But WU 
higher art is not guiltless here, second and third-rate 
novels and plays are continually sinning at once arainst 
art and morals in the depiction of crime. To the con- 
scienceless writers of stuff of this sort is due. if it 
could only be traced, the beginning of many a career of 
evil doing. Romantic and ignorant girls and immature 
boys, longing for notoriety, are frequently influenced by 
sensational books and plays to their own undoing. Harry 
Tracy is just the sort of hero to appeal to writers of 
plays of this grade. His physical daring has its at- 
tractions. The callow youth of the land has shown bis 
admiration for it and it has already borne fruit ta the 
acts of imitators. Such plays, therefore, are an exceed- 
ing offense against the public morals and should re- 
ecive the strongest condemnation from every rizht- 
mind: ‘an and woman. 

The mere interest in the facts of crime, without refer- 
ence to the personality of the criminal, may have its 
source in various motives—ranging from the scientific 
| interest of the criminologist to love of excitement and 
a penchaht for the horrible. We are nearly all of us 
students of human nature nowadays, with something of 
the criminologist’s and psychologist’s interest; and we 
have a right to all the facts, if we want them. But the 
criminals themselves are poor sources of information. 
Because, in the first place, no criminal ever believes 
himself such; the conscience that could permit the 
crime sees it in a distorted light, and justifies it. More- 
over, presupposing an undistorted view, it takes a very 
brave and honest man to confess frankly to the truth 
regarding a wrong he has committed; and the inmates 
of our jails and prisons are not noted for truthfulness. 
Molineux’s book records the evil deeds of men who 
thought them legitimate, who, in their stories, are very 
sure to make them so by one or another excuse; and 
who are sure, moreover, to seize the opportunity to pose 
as heroes—for all criminologists agree that self-ag- 
grandizement Is one of the chief characteristics of mst 
cfiminal types. The book is written by a man who 
hore: himself acquitted of a great crime, after two pre- 
vious condemnations, and who shows at least question- 
able taste in trading upon his experience in this man- 
ner. The taste of editor and publishers in placing a 
book of this type on the market is more than question- 
able.

“Tell me. Mr. Silcox,” said I, “how an American im- 
porter can establish a successful business in Europe.” 

“That is not so easy,” was the reply, “but there are 
certain cardina) principles which must be observed, or 
failure is sure. The American who comes here must 
learn the market and the people, and he must deal with 
them honestly and according to their customs. It is use- 
less to try to do business here as at home. Take the 
matter of credits. I begin to ship to my agents in De-' 
cember, and continue shipping until March. My pay- 
ments do not come in until May, and they continue com- 
ing all the rest of the year. I have to wait from six to 
nine months for my money, but at the end of that time 
my business is cleaned up and that with a less per- 
centage of loss than in the United States. The English. 
French and Germans give similar terms of credit and 
the American who plans doing business here on a New 
York cash basis had better save his transportation, for, 
he will not succeed. 

“As for me,” continued the American importer, “I do 
all my business under my own name. [ make my own 
payments to the American exporters and all payments 
for goods sold are made to me, although many of my 
customers think they are dealing with the factories 
through me. As far as America is concerned, my busi- 
ness is largely cash.” 

“But do you hold your trade?” I asked. 


States. I began here twenty-five years ago, and I have 
on my books many of the men with whom I started. In| 
some cases the fathers have passed away, but the sons 
continue the business and the orders come in all the 
same. This foreign trade is well worth the consideration ' 
of the American manufacturer. It should be nursed at. 
the expense of the home sales, for in hard times the Eu- 
ropean market may tide over many a shaky factory.” 


American Farming Tools for the Czar. 


Mr. Sileox does an enormous business with Russia. 
He bas dealt wt) th: Russians for ycars, be bas now 
his agents in every large town of European Russia and 
also in Turkestan and Siberia. He supplies the Czar with 
agricultural machinery, and deals largely with the com- 
munal village assemblies. In Russia much of the land 
is owned by the villages, and the village officials buy 
machinery for the common use of the people. 

A great deal of our agricultural machinery to 
South Russia. I have seen large orders for A can 
reapers for the Cossack country, and while In Paris got 
a picture of a camel hauling a Deering mower over the 
steppes of Siberia. The cotton regions of Turkestan were 
started with American cottonseed sent by Mr. Silcox to 
Russia. It is probable that American cotton machinery | 
could be sold there, for thousands of balcs of that cot- 
ton are now annually shipped to the factories of Moscow. 


Novelties Which Pay Well. 


I was interested in the novelties I saw in the ware- 
house of Mr. Silcox. In addition to all sorts of farm 
tools, there were a number of notions of various kinds. 
In cne, for instance, were some grocery scales wh'ch had 
been sold by the thousands to the foundling asylums for 
the weighing of babies. A patent knife grinder for 
sharpening mowing machines has been a wonderful 
seller, and there are hand plows which are sold to the 
vineyardists of France and Spain to clean out the weeds 
between the grape vines. |

NEWSPAPERS AT WAR. 


Ficgut AMONG THE OLD AND New JOURNALS 
OF FRANCE. 


[Paris Correspondence London Mail:] The penny 
and three halfpenny papers are rapidly disappearing 
from France, and they wil receive a further blow as the 
outeome of the great journalistic struggle now in prog- 
rees between the Journal on the one hand and the Petit 
Journal and the Petit Parisien on the other. 

A personal investigation of the facts reveals some 
curious featares of the contest. All the three papers 
concerned are halfpenny sheets, but the Journal is a 
much younger organ than the other two papers. and was 
the first newspaper in France to offer the public six 
pages for a halfpenny. ‘his measure increased the 
rivalry already existing, and later the Petit Parisien 
and Petit Journal reluctantly enlarged their size to six 
pages, but now the Journal announces that it contem- 
plates another development, and will shortly appear as 
an eight-page paper, even reaching to ten or twelve 
when occasion demands it. This was more than the Petit 
Journal and the Petit Parisien could stand, so, sinking 
their differences, they joined hands and agreed to wage 
common war against the Journal. They com- 
menced operations by issuing a notice to 
all their agents throughout France inform- 
ing them that they must choose between the 
Journal and the Petit Journal and the Petit Parisien. 
if they wished to continue the sale of the two latter then 


troops of white-clad and white-turbaned servants, and, they must drop the former. If, on the contrary, they 


preferred the Journal, then they must ceaze to sell the 
Petit Parisien and the Petit Journal. 

It is asserted that since the two latter journals in- 
creased their size from four to six pages a considerable 
falling off in profit has been the result, each of them 
losing from £60,000 to £80,000 per annum. The Journal's 
circulation is officially stated to be 500,000 per day, and 
steadily rising, snd in preparation for the duel they are 
now entering upon, workmen are enlarging their prem- 
ises in the Rue Richelieu, 2500 camelots or venders have 
been dispatched to the provinces to sell the paper all 
over France, wherever opposition is likely to hurt the 
Journal, and 5,000,000 circulars explaining the position 
have been scattered broadcast by the same paper. 

The reply of the Petit Journal and the Petit Parisien 
to the policy of the Journal is this: “We have for forty 
and twenty-seven years respectively been engaged ina 
building up a vast organization which has cost us im- 
mense sums of money in the French provinces. In many 
cases the only newsvender in the town or village is the 
agent placed.there by us for the sale of our paper, and 
receiving an indemnity from us. We have besides a 
regiment of-_inspectors always on tour al! over France 
whose duty it is to see that the thousands of venders 
attend to their business. Owing to our tolerance the 
agents established by us have gradually taken to selling 
Other papers, which thus profit by the organization 
which has cost us so much, and In the presence of the 
increasing competition with which we are threatened 
by the Journal we have decided to put a stop to what 
has become a serious abuse.”

Most of the American goods which are sold in any of 
the Latin countries are placed by native salesmen, or 
Americans who have been long residents there and un- 
derstand the language and the customs of the people.

The way some of the successful houses do business in 
this country would ruin a firm in the United States in 
less than a month. There is seldom a fixed price for 
labor or goods—just. the best bargain that can be driven 
with the individual customer. Here are a few ex- 
amples. In the States, on nearing any city, a transfer 
agent passes through the train, and there is a prevailing 
charge for transferring baggage. Everyone pays the 
same price. Here each person pays according to his in- 
dividual skill at driving a bargain. The baggage man 
asks a dollar to transfer your trunks, but if you Jew him 
hard enough and long enough, he will take it for a 
quarter, or at least split the difference with you and 
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Sweet, the Bonesetter.

A Famous Family of Bone Setters. 


Dr. Sweet had been dead several years, but memory of 
the founder of Long Island's famous bonsetting family 
is still grecn among the dwellers around Peconic Bay. 
There is many a family in that region of sand stretches 
that has had many a bone set by the “doctor,” and like- 
wise, numerous persons have had bones mended since 
the “doctor's” day by his sons Steven and Charles and 
his daughter Mary. Indeed, since the initial triumph 
of the original Lonesetting Sweet, some fifty years aso, 
the regular practitioners down Peconic Bay way have 
considered themselves in rare luck whenever they have 
secured an opportunity to set a bone. The faith of 
Eastern Long Island in the prowess of the Sweets is 
unshakable. 

Ask a Peconic Bay man to tell you something about 


recovered his astonishment and puiled up his lower jaw, 
will be: 
“Guess you're not long ‘round here, or you wouldn't 
be asking such questions.” — 
Then, because your ignorance is so dense, the bay man 
will ultimately take pity on you and invariably begin: 
“Those Sweetses are great bonesetters—best in the 
world. Old Steve, before he died, set thousands of bones 
and he always set ‘em straight—never had a bone grow 
crooked: never had a cripple. Young Steve set bones 
until he left here for the West several years ago, and 
he was like the old man—always set ‘em straight. 
Charlie and Mary are setting still, and they've always 
sent ‘em straight, too.” 
Here the bay man will pause, look you square in the 
face, and, as he leans confidentially toward you and as- 
sumes an air of importance, wil! add: 
“And you couldn't guess in a hundred years where 
they got the knack."" A moment's impressive silence. 
“Just picked it up—never went to a doctor's school. 
Yes—yes.” 
A quarter of an hour's interview with the bay man 
will give the impression that nearly every man, woman 
and child who has ever lived within a radius of fifty 
miles of Sag Harbor since the advent of the Sweets has 
haiinnumerable bones set by old Steve and his children; 
also that the average Eastern Long Islander breaks bis 
bones much easier and often than he reads the news- 
papers. 
Be all this as it may, the region is full of stories about 
the Sweet family. particularly of the father. who used 
to drive around the island in a laudable Long Island edi- 


flowing white beard; who took keen delight in his un- 
varying dilapidated appearance; who shook his big, red 
hands in the faces of his patients, as he exclaimed 
heartily, “They'll do the business for you in a jiffy:” 
and who, although he was in constant demand and re- 
ceived not inconsiderable fees, spent his last days in 
poverty. 


Sweet's Fifth-avenue Experience. 


The story that the old men who were young with “Dr.” 
Swect like most to tell about him, concerns their hero's 
visit to the mansion of a Fifth-avenue millionaire. 

It seems that the moneyed man's mother, who was In 
her seventieth year, dislocated a hip bone in a fall. The 
best surgeons of the city were called to her bedside, but, 
work as they. would, they could not make the bone get 
back into the proper position for splintering and bind- 
ing. At last they confessed to the son that unless some 
one could be secured who would conquer the stubborn 
bone, the chances were a thousand to one that he would 
be called upon to bury his mother in a very short whiie.

“I'm Sweet, the bonesetier.”” was the short response. 

But the butler had thought to behold a much different 
looking man, so he hesitated about letting Sweet in. 

Thereupon the bonesetter flared up. 

“I didn't come here to be kept on the doorstep,” he 
exploded, “and what's more, I don't give a dama for the 
case.” 

With that he started away, but before he had reached 
the corner, the master of the house, who had been told 
by the butler that a tramp had tried to convince him 
that he was Sweet, came running up. 

Sweet was pacified and taken into the sick room. 
Gently he fingered the injured limb, while his gruff 
voice guffawed, and then, suddenly, before the onlookers 
knew what was happening, he gave it a hurculean twist 
and with a snap and noise of a revolver’s explosion, the 
bone shot back into place. 

| “Now,” said Sweet, as he turned to the high-priced 
doctors, “bind it and watch it. I'm no blundering doc- 
tor, thank the Lord; I'm just a bonesetter.” 

Fifteen minutes later Sweet left the house with a

country folk. It was such constant open-handed liberal- 
ity that kept Sweet a poor man. 


Two Dozen in an Hour. 


Sweet was proud of his Fifth-avenue experience. but 
his feat of setting broken bones for the twelve persons 
injured in a railroad wreck ten years before his death, 
gave him more downright inward satisfaction than any 
of his other cases. 

The smashup occurred near Patchogue, and Sweet, 

, who had been seen in that town earlier in the day by 
one of the injured passengers. was sent for at the lat- 
ter’s earnest solicitation. In company with several doc- 
tors, he rushed to the scene of the accident and as he 2 
snapped the bones into place or set them and tied rough » 
spiints about them—his usual splints were oak shingles— 
he turned the sufferers over to physicians for medical 
care. It took him just an hour to set about two dozen 
bones, and Sweet's truthful boast to the day of his 
death was: in 

' “And every consarned bone knit as good as new, and 
not a mother's son ‘em limped.”

It was after he had made this bonesetting record 
with such deftness that all the physicians present were 
astonished, that Sweet, in response to a doctor's question 
asking where he got the talent, said: 

“Don't know. Just came to me all of a sudden one day 
when I had caught a chicken and was about to kill it.” 
But first, | began fiddling with it, and first thing | knew 
In putting it back [I 
pulled another out of place, and I pulled another out of 
place in putting that back. Then, when I'd got ‘em all 
back in place, I got an idea !'d learn how to set bones 
and give up farming. So I practiced uncoupling and 
coupling up the bones of my dog until I learned the right 
twists for setting all the different bones.

There are many.such stories to be heard on the Bass 
Islands. Once a passenger was careless and let go of 
the boat when the ice was broken into vast floes. which 
were slowly moving down the lake with a grinding mo- 
tion and a force that would crush anything which came 
in the way. A big snow storm was on and in a moment 
he was afloat on a great cake of ice moving so rapidly 
from the boat and the carriers that they were soon lost 
to sight in the swirling flakes. He was wet to the skin. 
having been working like a Trojan with a pike for an 
hour or more, helping to pole the boat along. and he 
dared not stand stiil, despite the danger of stepping off 
the cake of ice, for fear he'd freeze. Pretty soom the big 
cake broke up and he found himself on a smaller one. 
not ten feet across. Two big floes crushed it and he 
saved himself only by jumping to one of them. In despair 
he gave himself up for lost when suddenly the storm 
abated so that he could be seen and he was presently 
rescued, sound but almost scared to death.

No other carrier hauls his boat with a horse or takes 
a horse out at all unless he is sure the ice is firm from 
shore to shore, but there was once a Bass Island carrier 
who used to drive a cutter sometimes, and, when every- 
thing looked well, wasn't afraid to go alone. 

One day, late in the season, when the ice was begin- 
ning to soften up a bit, he started out from South Dock, 
on Put-in-Bay, with his horse and cutter and unaccom- 
panied, in spite of the protests of his friends.

The Lightning Bug spitie | 

HEN President Roosevelt was down South on his 

recent bear hunt he constantly heard Gen. Luke 
Wright referred to “The Hero of the Lightning Bug 
Battle.” and always|noticed the address accompained 
by laughter. Asking the reason, he was given the so- 
lution. 

Along in July of 1864, when Gen. Joseph E. Johnston 
was in command of the southern forces in Northern 
Georgia, and Gen. Sherman in command of the Union 
men, they faced each other near Atlanta, divided only 
by a creek running through a marshy bottom. Both 
armies spent the afternoon in skirmishing, and as 
night drew on each bivouvacked near the stream. 

The worn out armies laid down to rest, and all wus 
deathly still save for the random shot of a picket. 
Some of the Southern soldiers suddenly awakened to 
gee a flash of brilliant light im the marshes below, and 
supposing it the advance of the northern enemy imme- 
diately opened fire. 

Gen. Luke Wright was then first lieutenant in com- 
mand of three twelve-pcund Napoleon guns, and when 
he heard the shots of his men rushed from his tent to 
where his artillery was stationed and gave the order 
to man the guns and open fire on the enemy. The war 
raged for two long hours, the Southerners rending the 
air with their terrible rebel yell, cheering one another on, 
and standing to their guns like the heroes they were. 

Gen. Johnston heard the firing, and, with his staff, 
came rushing to the front, men donning their jackets 
and dressing as they came. Some less fortunate were 
but half dressed when they reached the exciting scens 
of action, all of them expecting that Sherman's men 
were blowing to pieces the center of their army. Gen. 
Johnston inquired in vain for the cause of the 
firing, and finding no army advancing, sent out skirm- 
fishers to find what had become of the picket line. Pick- 
ets from both sides lay hugging the oozy earth of the 
marsh to avoid being hit by the fire of the guns from 
both sides, which was pouring ghot just over their 
heads.

MAN AND His TRAGIC FATE.

WAS just_wonderin’ where I could find you. I've 


g0t somethin’ will interest you,” said Bill Ellis, 
one day in town, when he was growing too old to

“Steer me-right round to one of them places where 
you can wait an hour fur somethin’ to eat, an’ keep 
fat on a candle with a red paper round it, while a spi:.>- 
tailed waiter is puttin’ on frills in the kitchen over a 
collar tip.

1 hadn't thought about the cussed thing Jleanin’ too 
much, but durned if it didn’t seem so, an’ the blasted 
cleats the bee man had nailed on were strong enough to 
help the bear climb. You can always bet on a dry 
rancher in California to do some fool thing. If it had 
been a case where great strength was needed, he'd a- 
tacked it on with a shingle nail or two. But the cuss 
in this case had spiked on big solid strips of oak with 
railroad spikes, an’ the old beast was a gittin’ up ‘em 
oncomfurtable fast. You may have noticed another pe- 
culiarity in the dry grangers of Southern California, 
They never can find out they're too lazy to chop down 
a tree, but have to co cut an’ try it a while first. That's . 
why you find so many live oaks, all over the country, 
half or two-thirds cut through. I didn't notice the butt 
of this tree until some time afterwards, for I got up ia 
too.much hurry to notice anythin’. But just about the 
time the old bear found the trunk gittin’ too thin fur her 
paws to git around, there was a crack and a twist— 
you know how brittle a live oak is—an' over went the 
whole bizness. 

“Maybe you know how easy it is. in church or Sun- 
day-school, to lay down your life fur your feller man. 
I never knew before how much casier it was to lay down 
the genuine article before a ragin’ grizzly. I jest laid the 
stuf! down as heavy as it would lie and let her lie. It 
laid mighty still, too. fur as the durned tree rolled over 
in fallin’, I was too stiff an’ slow to crawl over on top, 
and so fell underneath, with a bi: bunch of leaves and 
branches all oyer mo. I found the bed quite comfortadle 
with the matraes on top, co | laid as stil] as a monse, an’ 
tried my best to save that poor man by holdin’ my 
breath. 

“He was young an’ quick, an’ as the tree rolled, he 
bad crawled over on the upper side, so as not to strike 
against the ground. It was a wise move, but I've had 
all the wisdom on my p’ate that | want in this world. 
For a steady diet give me luck. I just happened to be 
in a part of the tree where I didn't hit the ground and 
didn’t hit the eye of the bear, cither. But my friend 
landed right side up with care an’ right before her eyes.

Strange Desert Growths. 


UNIQUE Usks to Wuicn THEY 
HAVE BEEN SUBJECTED.

HE tenderfoot who travel; for the first time through 
z that portion of the ‘Great American Desert” ex- 

tending southward from Arizona and the eastern 
portion of Southern California, wil! find himself amazed 
at the weird and remarkable vegetable growths which 
attain their fullest development in this dry and barren 
country. Here the flora has many distinct peculiarities 
and embraces numerous varicties found nowhere ese tn 
the United States. Here the vezetable productions of the 
tropic, temperate and frigid zones grow side by side, 
presenting a picture often strange and anomalous. Many 
of these growths are s0 ae, os of any other 


portion of the globe, their@pitat is such a dry, sun- 
bitten wilderness, their pe of life is so short and 
their existence apparently so precarious, their fiber so 
flabby and worm-eaten, and they are altogether so seem- 
ingly worthless, that one marvels that the commercia!- 
ism of man, however eager to make use of every op- 
portunity, should find it profitable or posefble to con- 
vert this vast store of materia! into articles of every- 
day use. Yet this is just what is being done at the 
present time, and, contrary to the proverb, a very re- 
spectable silk purse is being manufactured from a sow's 
ear. 
Perhaps the most unique Industry in the United States 
is the manufacture of artificial limbs from the yucea 
palm. Yucca brevifolia, which is really not a palm, but 
which belongs to the lily tribe, and is the largest of 
all that family, is the most beautiful of desert growths, 
and js found on the Mojave Desert. This yucca (Yucca 
brevifolia) sometimes atiains a height of forty feet.. At 
a distance the traveler gets the effect of a graceful 
pine, which is intensified by the fuzzy, blunted bunches, 
producing an appearance not unlike clusters of cones. 
The wood is light and pithy, though capable of bearing 
a heavy weight. For these reasons, it is especially 
adapted to the manufacture of artificial limbs. The 
trunk grows from one to three feet in thickness, and 
flourishes in some of the most abandoned portions of the 
' desert. Short sections of another variety, whose in- 
terior is light and soft, being filled with a pith some- 
what more elastic and firmer in fiber than the pith of a 
corn etalk, are sold as pin cushions. The yucca is usually 
a solitary tree, but on the Mojave Desert there is a 
beautiful grove extending many miles. The Spanish 
dagger (Yueca filmentosa). is a smalier but better 
known representative of this strange family. 

A beautiful plant, something like the yucca in appear- 
ance, and sometimes classed with the cactus family, is 
the ocotilla. It grows in clusters of straight poles from 
ten to fifteen feet in beight and is covered with coarse 
thorns. In the spring it puts forth green leaves and 
scarlet blossoms, and is one of the most attractive ob- 
jects the eye rests upon in the tablelands of the great 
desert region. In the desert, where there is always a 
scarcity of wood, timber from this plant is extensively 
used for fencing. 

Most impressive of all vegetable growths. the cacti, 
which seem more like dismantled tree trunks than any 
living thing. The largest of all the cacti is the Cereus 
giganteus, called by the Indians and Mexicans, sahuaro. 
which sometimes attains a height of forty feet. It is 
found on the waterless plains and rocky, gravely mesas 
in every portion of the southern end of the great Amer- 
ican desert, and ia one of the most curious objec:s which 
greets the eye of the traveler. The body of the sahuaro 
is made up of thin pieces of wood, arranged in the form 
of a cylinder covered and tied together by the outside 
skin or fiber. This fiber is a pale green and the trunk 
is fluted like a Corinthian column. Near the top, large 
arms in shape like the main trunk, put out from it like 
the branches of a candelabrum, the whole being covered 
with sharp, prickly thorns. A beautiful blossom decks 
its apex, and in the latter part of.June a pear-shaped 
fruit ripens and is much prized by Mexicans and Indians. 
The fruit tastes a good deal like the fig, and is exceed- 
ingly palatable. The sahuaro is exceedingly short-lived, 
and the elements of decay are at work ere it fairly has 
begun to grow. It first begins to rot at the base, and at 
last topples over. The Mexicans use the narrow ribs of 
wood for roofing their adube houses and for fences. 

One of the most valued varieties of the cactus is called 
the bisnaga, or “well of the desert.” It is also some- 
times called the barrel cactus, and the Hlueteation ar- 
companying this article.gives one {tea of ifs 
unique form. It is of cylindrical shape, covered with 
sharp thorns, as indeed are all the cacti, and is found 
growing magnificently on the desert plains and foothills. 
By cutting out the center of the plant a bowl-shaped 
cavity is formed which soon fills with excellent water 
and affords the thirsty wanderer a refreshing drink. 
The “grape cactus” is another variety of this plant. It 
grows to a height of about four to six feet, with 
numerous branches bearing fruit.of. the: tuna, “prickly 
pear” variety, and reminding one forcibly of, grape clus- 
ters. This cacius also bears large thorns, capable of 
penetrating the strongest leather. .Sometimes one comes 
upon regular forests of this unsightly plant. 

There is a sameness about all the cacti which would 
render a detailed description of each tedious. Only the 
more remarkable features will bear emphasis, and among 
all the cacti none is more interesting than the maguey 
or mescal, sometimes incorrectly called the century plant. 
Most useful of all the vegetable products of the desert, 
it bears the distinction of being the Eon which 


has been cultivated. It flourishes in t thills, ele- 
vated tablelands, and on the mountain . It prefers 
the southern slopes, where it receives more sunshine 
and seems best adapted to a dry, sandy soil. In Mexico 
large tracts are devoted to the cultivation of the maguey, 
which is a source of revenue to the country. The Mex- 
icans make from it the liquid mescal, which con- 
tains a large percentage of alcohol. Mescal is as clear 

as gin, bas the peculiar, strong, smoky, biting taste of 


Irish whisky and will intoxicate as quickly as either. 
From the fiber of the plant the Mexicans. manufacture 
a coarse cloth and paper of excellent quality. The plant 
is of a circular shape, its center being something like a 
cabbage head in appearance, surrounded by long, sharp- 
pointed greep leaves, ficshy and stiff, their edges covered 
with thorns. From the center of the head springs a 
stalk eight to eighteen feet bigh, which bears a blossom 
on its summit. 

A cactus which everybody knows, is the nopal, or 
prickly pear, which grows well over the southern por- 
tion of the United States, but only in the d does it 
attain its true dimensions, often reaching ten fifteen 
feet in height or occurring in dense, impenetradle 
labyrinths. The fruit of the prickly pear,, known as 
the tuna, fs both palatable and refreshing. and second 
only to the giant sahuaro (first-mentioned cactus) in 
saccharine qualities. The natives cook the leaves when 
in their tender state, and ft is said their taste is not 
unlike that of string beans. It'is a mass of sharp 
thorns, and cattle men destroy it at every opportunity, 
for when cattle eat the leaves their mouths often become 
so filled and inflamed by the etickers that they cannot 
eat, and they perish on the desert... Coyotes or jack- 
rabbits do not seem to mind the stickers, and when 
killed, hundreds of spines will be found beneath the skin. 
The vinegar cactus, another variety of the nopal, de- 
rives fs name from a small dark red berry excecdingly 
acid in taste. The Indians use this as an anti-scorbut’c. 

Although they contain within them all the elements 
capable of supporting man, an existence at least, yet 
these desest growths in their forbidding and inhospitable 
environment, at first sight, are weird and terrifying in 
the extreme. Grim and distérted, they raise their bruised 
and biunted members to heaven. Like the disficured 
and corrupt humanity which one sees in the crowded 
slums Of a great cliy, they suggest nothing but evil, yet 
within they possess those elements which may be de- 
veloped for the benefit of man.

Tue ANNUAL CAKEWALK HELD AT 
MADISON SQUARE GARDEN.

Te origin of the old plantation cakewalk dates so 


far back, that, like many of the ancient dances, it 
is lost to the historian. A hundred theories have 
been put forth and each stampéd as the only correct 
on*, but none of them are quite convincing about the 
popular pastime. Without doubt it originated in Africa, 
and from the negroes’ love of dancing had been handed 


down from generation to generation of biacks 
until it has become a peculiar (character- 
istic. At any rate, in this country before 


the war, and as far back as can be remembered 
by the whitest-haired ‘ darky, the negro quarters 
on the old southern plantations were made merry with 
the annual or tri-annua!l cakewalk and jubilee. Buck 
and wing, double sbuffle, barefoot jig and fancy step- 
ping come as nafural to the black as does the desire 
to eat. While not fond of exercise when that exertion 
is work, the negro is still fond of motion. Dancing, 
music and plenty of warm gun are essential to his hap- 
piness. The syncopated music well known as frag- 
time came into birth hand in band with the cakewalk. 
Gifted by nature with a clear mellow, yelvety voice of 
peculiar quality, the negro uses it on every occasion. 
Partly from a naturally humorous disposition and partly 
from the strange light in which tbe ordinary conditions 
of the world appear to him, the negro, even now in the 
interior, falls into the habit of chanting his thoughts 
to himself. The pickaninnies catch the idea and chime 
in, the result being a song, disjointed, rarely rhyming, 
yet a melody, pleasing gnd. weirdly. fascinating .to a 
strange ear. in the South, on the plantations, where 
the old negro quarters still stand as they were built 
years ago, the cakewalk is the favorite pastime. . 
The negroes, aside froi: the ‘fact that -théy. now. re- 
ceive wage for their labor, live much as they did fefore 
the war. The songs and amusements in the interior 
are also much the same. . With no prize but the fun of 
competition; the merry dancers congregate on a summer 
evening from the cabin -homes, and the spectators—old 
uncles and. mammies—with elbows on knees, clap their 
hands and go through motions much as the end men _jn the 
minstrel eleven would do. And this time-beating and 
song furnish the music. 
As the swaying figures of the dancers pass, and the 
high stepping’ begins, a‘song like the following rings 
out over the cotton fields or penetrates through the 
fragrant tobacco-laden air: 
“The Camden ladies sing this song: Do dah, do dah! 
The Camden racetrack five miles long, oh, do dah, do 
dah day! ~ 
I come.down dar wid my hat caved in, and | go back 
down wid my pockets full o' tin, do dah, do dah, do 
dah day!” 
Another song evidently emanating from the teaching 
of some camp-meeting exhorter and twisted by the fan- 
tastic ideas of some mischievous black; goes particularly 
well with some of the fancy steps and poses of the cake- 
walk, the walkers being all required to keep time with 
the music: 
“Noah built an ark and filled it full of sassage, 
All the animals took a cabin passage; 
De elephant, he come last, 
And Noah said, ‘Youse drunk.’ 
‘No,’ says he, ‘it took me all dis time to pack away my 
trunk.’ 
During the sad times of the war, plantation melodies 
were hushed for many months, but when the news of 
freedom reached the negroes many of them gave vent 
to their joy by waiting till the friendly twilight gave 
them safety, then holding a jubilee and cakewalk in 
the quarters, and chanting little thankful songs and 
grateful prayers to the name of Abraham Lincoln.

ONE OF THE Most UNIQUE AND 


PAYING INDUSTRIES.

Prrinsens the most unique farm in the world is the 
cent. of the people never saw one and many never 
even heard of one. One of the largest farms of the kind 
is located at Joplin, Mo., the city made famous by being 
the center of the largest zinc-producing district in the 
world, 
Such snug fortunes have been made in the past four 
or five years from ginseng that the cultivation of it is 
attracting much attention. Only this year George F. 
Langworthy of Weaver, Mich., sold his crop of ginseng 
for $18,000. It will be a surprise to those not posted 
on the subject that Mr. Langworthy’s farm consists of 
one-half acre of ground. Thomas F. Millard, a Missouri 
man, sold roots and seeds to the value of $16,000 from 
less than one-half acre. D. E. McDowell of Joplin, Mo.., 
has over an acre in ginseng, and his sales for roots and

seeds for nursery stock amount to $20,000 per annum. 
His farm has become so famous that hundreds of peo- 
ple from all parts of the country visit it every summer, 
in the growing season. His correspondence became so 
great that he published a booklet to send to those mak- 
ing inquiries to avoid so mych letter writing. 

California has commenced to cultivate ginseng in a 
small way. mostiy as an experiment. Among those 
experimenting are the following: Howard C. May, 1410.

Histery of Ginseng. 


The American ginseng is a plant closely related to 
the parsley family, in which are included the parsnip, 
carrot and celery. The American plant is a very near 
relative of the Chinese and Korean root—Panax ginseng 
—which is so highly prized by the Chinese. A report 
of the high estimation in which it was held in China 
reached America early in the eighteenth century. Father 
Jartoux, a missionary in China, gave a description of 
the plant and sent samples of the root, leaves and seeds 
to Father Lafitau, who was a missionary among the 
Iroquois Indians in Canada, and who thereupon began 
a search for it. He soon found roots answering the 
description of those sent by his‘brother missionary, and 
after due time it proved to be a near relative of the 
Chinese root—Panax ginseng. This discovery was made 
near Montreal, Canada, in the year 1716. 

Soon after the discovery the French, who then con- 
trolled Canada, began to gather it throygh their Indian 
agencies for export to China. The demand in this way 
created grew so large that ginseng soon became a very 


ginseng farm. There are so few of them that 95 per 


| Mountains. It may still be found wild in small quan- 
tities in all these States. 

When the ginseng plant is old enough to produce 
fruit it is quite conspicuous in the forest. especially 
about the month of August, on account of the cluster 
of red berries at the forks of the stem. Until the plants 
are three years old, they are small and not conspicuous. 
In the State of Missouri (later farther north and earlier 
farther south,) the seedlings appear about the first of 
May. When they first come up, they resemble newly- 
sprouted beans on account of having one little leaf stem 
and two leaves. The work of the plant the first year 
seems to be to develop the bud at the top of the root 
(Fig. 1—e,) which produces the next season's stem and 
leaves. The first year the plant grows two or three 
inches high, the .second year four or five inches, the 
third year eight to ten inches, and afterward attaining 
a height of fifteen to twenty-four inches, having five to 
seven leaf stems and eighteen to twenty-five leaves. 


The Seed and the Roots. 


stalks meet, the stem continues straight up, and atthe end 
of it, late in June or early in July, is a small cluster of 
y<llowish-green fowers. These flowers soon turn into little 
green berries about the size of a small pea (Fig. 2.) 
There are from fifteen to sixty berries in a cluster. In 
August these berries turn a bright*red. In September 
they begin to fall off and should then be gathered, for each 
berry contains two seeds. At present retail prices, in 
lots of 1000 or less, the seeds are now scliing at $1.59 
per 100. 


The Roots. 


The part of the plant which is of commercial value for 
export is the root (Fig. 1.) The root is composed of 
two parts, the root stalk and the root proper. The for- 
mer is a rough, crooked stem running from the root to the 
leaf stem, and is of no commercial value. It is full of 
scars, each scar indicating one year’s growth. There 
are now roots on exhibition with sixty-four scars on 
the stalk. The size of the root does not indicate its 
age. The writer has seen ginseng roots a quarter of a 
century old not more than one-third inch in diameter: 
Others four years old over an inch in diameter and 
weighing several ounces dried. The root is spindile- 
shaped, simple and almost straight at first, but when 
three years old it usually branches. Its size is from one- 
fourth inch to over one inch in diameter and from two 
inches to eight inches long, the size depending upon the 
character of the soil and the amount of care given it. 
Its color is a light yellow. 
Ginseng is propagated by its seed. The seeds do not 
germinate for eighteen months. For instance, seeds 
gathered and planted in the fall of 1902 will not come 
up until the spring of 1904. Regular ginseng growers, 
as a rule, do not plant the seeds when gathered, but 
“stratify” them—put them in moist sand or earth in a 
cellar or other cool place, and keep them | way for 
a year. When so kept one year and planted 
they come up the following spring. 


Natural Home of the Plant. 


The natural home of the ginseng is in the wilds of the 
forest. In its wild state i thrives best in the rich, moist, 
but well-drained soil in which the oak, hickory, 
basswood, beech and similar timber thrive, buat will 
not grow in low, wet, marshy soil, not matter how 
rich. Forest soil in which there is a wealth of ieaf 
mold is the kind of soil for ginseng. However, the 
character of soil is of little consequence, for the space 
used for the plant is so small that any kind of soil can 
be made suitable at a little expense. 

Ginseng must be planted in the shade or it will not 
grow. There are three kinds of shade; namely, the

shade. Artificial shade should be about eight feet high 
and should be thick enough to exclude about four- 
fifths of the sunshine. : 

Ginseng may be transplanted either in the fall or the 
spring. The fall is the best season. It may be planted 
any time between September 15 and until the ground 
freezes enough to prevent. If transplanted in the grow- 
ing season, it will not live. -For this reason those who 
attempted the cultivation of the root from wild stock 
in the past failed—they dug the roots in the growing 
season.

{London Express:] The new royal train which was 
used by the King and Queen for their journey to Gopsall 
Park is stated to have been built by the L. and N.W.R.

HERE are, perhaps, few things more fascinating to

most trying circumstances. 

And when we read of the harnessing of a mighty river 
whose history is written on her banks from time imme- 
morial, causing new cities suddenly to spring into exist- 
ence and a nation’s borders to extend by miles, we may 
aptly stop and consider how day by day these things are 
done, and the “unchanging East” changed by the magic 
of a few months. Surely the building of so gigantic a 
work as the Nile dam has never been surpassed in either 
ancient or modern times. It is the endeavor of the 
writer to paint a word picture of so interesting a scene, 
from his own experience.

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Hunting the Fox. 


EXCITING Sport Tuat Is ENJOvED 


THROUGHOUT THE SOUTH. 
By a Special Contributor. 


COLLECTIVE coat-of-arms for the southern coun- 
A try might very well show a hound rampant upon 

a field of sedge with hunters as supporting griffins. 
From the Potomac to the Rio Grande, from the Chesa- 
peake to Oklahoma, there is hardly a considerable 
stretch where the art and mystery of fox huntthg is 
unknown. 

The reason is not far to seek. There the dominant 
race note is the English strain, unmixed and sturdy, 
which first peopled Maryland, Virginia and the Carolinas. 
It loved sport no less than liberty. Witness George 
Washington setting down in his diary how he “went 
a-hunting with Jacky Custis and catched a fox.” The 
record shows him to have been fully a man of his time 


-,.and his people, and is wonderfully illuminating as to 


the root of his strength. 

The Virgina of today is still a sportsman’s paradise. 
Foxes abound there, also country fit for the chase. 
Wide, tenantless stretches, half overgrown with young 
pines, beset with sedge, brier patches and thorn clumps 
and threaded with wimpling streams, yield alike cover 
for the quarry and room for good hunting. Where a 
plantation intervened there are fences—not sb many, it 
is true, as the bolder sportsmen yearn for, but enough, 
when supplemented with ditches and fallen timber to 
furnish a fair-amount of jumping. , 

The season is a long one, from September to late 
March. Almost anywhere outside the mountain coun- 
ties, strangers within the gates, if they go about it 
rightly, can manage to join in the chase, without going 
too far afield. 

This, of course, is apart from the \regular hunt clubs, 
which, South or North, are modeled ‘on modern English 
lines, and rather more concern themselves with nice 
points of sport than with the pith and marrow of it. 
There are hunt clubs in nearly every State. Often they 
are the outgrowth of exotic influence. Englishmen 
whom the exigencies of the cotton trade, or tobacco, or 
iron, keep in the United States for six months of each 
year, have a hand in starting many of them. English 
emigrants also are behind some of the clubs—notably 
those of Virginia. As for the hunts at Aiken and other 
winter resorts, they are as little racy of the soil as the 
Radnor or the Meadowbrook would be if bodily irans- 
planted several degrees farther south. 


The Composite Hunt the Favorite. 


For hunt club courtesies one needs, of course, to be 
properly introduced. Once he is thus introduced hos- 
pitality is boundless. But those in search of sport pure 
and simplic, without the frills and fetters of society, will 
do well to eliminate the clubs from consideration. Each 
and several they are worthy institutions, answering ad- 
mirably the ends of their creation, promoting cam- 
araderic, exciting healthful emulation in sport and heip- 
ful to local trade, but still not to be named beside a com. 
posite hunt where almost every rider comes up witb 
dogs at his horse's heels, and is thus, in a way, bis own 
M.F.H. 

He who shares such a hunt khows ever after the true 
magic of fox hunting, particularly if the huntesmen have 
ridden across a well-grassed country, under a cloudy 
sky with a southerly wind playing trickily in the face. 
The grass country is never all grass—there will be fal- 

_ lows, stubble, young wheat and stripped corn land, with 
wooded skiris, rocky hillsides and brier fields; the briers 
islanded in seas of yellow sedge. It is at least seven- 
eighths open and cut criss-crossed with fences of many 
sorts. Hedges, hedges with wire, post and rail, plank 
and wire. occasional timber palings, still more occa- 
sional stone walls, and old-fashioned crooked rail en- 
closures make up the most part of the array. What- 
ever the. sort they commonly run about fields so big 
that there is good galloping between jumps. Still, the 
pace is rarely very hot. It never enters the mind of 
man or horse or hound that salvation hinges on com- 
ing out half a second ahead of a world’s record. 

All that the dogs may lack in speed they make up in 
beauty and music. The huntsmen keep hounds very 
often in inverse ratio to the size of their farms. Thus 
the master of a thousand acres may content himself with 
two couple, while his neighbor who owns a bare hundred 
and fifty comes bravely out with six couple at heel. 
Corn bread is the hounds’ staple food, and it is estimated 
thet four couple of dogs will eat as much as one mule. 
Until the Civil War the dogs were almost exclusively 
black-and-tan or blue-mottled. There are stil! fox hunters 
who swear by those strains, although, in a measure, 
they have been supplanted by more fashionably-bred 


_ hounds with white coats and liver or orange spots. 


Shakespeare must ba*e had the black-and-tan in mind 
when he wrote of-—~— 

“Ears that sweep away the morning dew; 

Slow in pursuit, byt matched in mouth like bells.” 

Hounds give tongne individually as they do most other 
things, but there is a quality in the black-and-tan ery. 
ing which makes i; unique. Less loud than the blue- 
mottle, less shrill than the racing, fine-drawn, orange- 
spotted gentry, it carries wonderfully, and thrills as far 
as heard. 


The Hunters Full of P re. 


Horses bred in the g-ass country love to hunt as well 
as their masters. Aln.ost without exception they are 
quick and clever fencers, full of fire, and up to carrying 
fair weight. Tiere has been from the beginning a large 
infusion of blood in the native stock. Supplement two 

‘Or three judicious thoroughbred crosses and the result 
is an animal excellently fit. The best of them stand be- 


., tween fifteen hands and sixteen hands, one inch. A taller 


beast is apt to be leggy and washy. Those under fifteen 
hands rarely show the bone and substance necessary to 
keep a heavy man well up to the hounds. Still, many

of them are magnificent Jumpers, and may lead the hunt 
with a light rider, such as a boy or a woman. 

It is an article of faith with many South country 
huntsmen that red and gray foxes will not live in the 
same region. The red, they say, drive the gray fellows 
out, to the ruin and confusion of sport, as the red foxes 
can run long enough to break down two packs of hounds. 
So where reds appear they are trapped, shot, poisoned. 
Still, there are places where red foxes and gray dwell in 
such comity that, until a quarry is sighted. there is al- 
ways an element of glorious uncertainty in the chase. 
Cover is plenty in even the most open regions. Every 
stream-side abounds in caves and crannies, and there are 
sink-holes, thickets and big hollow trees. Foxes are 
also plenty—sometimes embarrassingly so. A fresh trail 
crossing the scent will lead astray the keenest dog that 
ever challenged. 


How a Hunt Begins. | 


Now that the scene is set, behold the manner of chase. 
Squire Venable, to whom the sky is an open book, reads 
in it at sunset that the morning will be mild and moist. 
He goes to bed early, gets up at 3 o'clock, finds a south- 
erly wind and a cloudy sky, and at once takes down his 
long hunting horn. As he steps outdoors he blows three 
keen blasts, ending the last in a rollicking tremolo. 
The kennel yard answers the blasts in a long-drawn, 
howling chorus, but he pays no heed to ft. Stock still 
he listens intently until another horn sings high and far 
across the dark. His next neighbor, Beaton, is awake— 
and willing. So the hunt is no longer in doubt. 

Before he is in saddle another horn, far to the left. 
calls insistently. Short, quick blasts, thrice repeated, tell 
him that Billy Ury, who keeps bachelor’s hall on a big 
farm, has certain knowledge of where to find a fox. But 
that way, a fox breaking will be likely to go down wind, 
so the colonel's horn sings again, this time a keen, mas- 
terful note, that says to Billy: “No; come here!” But 
the horn-blower does not think of waiting; Billy at least 
knows enough to follow the dogs. ¢ 

How they riot! The kennel gate is a block of heads 
and legs. Not until they are outside the lawn gate, 
leaping and capering about their master, is it safe to jet 
Brown Bess do more than walk. She has answered the 
howls with a low, merry whicker, and champs the bit 
under a tight rein. Beaton, at his own gate, blows im- 
patiently: “Here! here! here!” Next breath Brown 
Bess is galloping, her hoofs striking fire from the peb- 
bles in the road. 

Beaton is progressive. The two couple, yelping in wist- 
ful smothered yelps beside him, are white and yellow 
fellows, gifts from a hunt-club friend. Four generations 
of Venables have hunted with these same black-and-tans. 
Naturally, the colonel holds newer blood in scorn. 

“In there! Hunt him up! Sweetlips! Music! Damsel!” 
he says, waving bis arm to the right. The dogs leap ihe 
fence, and begin to circle widely over a stretch of old 
grass. Beaton sniffs a little. There are sheep on the old 
grass; he is sure if it held twenty foxes no dog's nose 
is keen enough to pick up the foiled scent. But by the 
time he pops his hunter over the fence, close on Brown 
Bess’ heeis, Damsé! is challenging loud and fiercely, the 
whole pack answering her cry. 

“Hot trail! I thought so! Brer Fox likes young 
lamb,” the colonel says, slacking rein the least bit, and 
gripping his mare lightly with the knees. 

The dogs are off like tthe wind. By the first hint of 
dawn he can just see Damse!l, a black streak, scrambling 
over a weather-bleached plank fence. The fence is breast 
high and leans a little down hill, a nasty jump even for 
taking in hot blood, and much more so right at the be- 
ginning. But since Beaton goes at and over it like mad, 
Brown Bess must do the same. She sinks fetlock deep 
in the young wheat beyond, but goes gallantly, keeping 
her nose at the qvarter of Beaton's long-striding black. 


Riders Come in Continually. 


Fate has a kindness for true sportsmen. The fox ran 
straight down the length of the wheat, but turned at a 
right angle when he came to the fence and made for the 
high road. And thus Col. Venable and also Billy Ury, 
his dogs already panting from a lightning run, come in 
on the line with never an unsportsmaniike swerve. Other 
riders also come in—the whole spread of the farm 
lands, indeed, secms to have broken out in dogs and 
mounted men. 

For a whiff they keep the road, then into th: fie'ds 
again. Brer Fox doubles and tries running mazes, but 
the hounds are too close. Besides, he is heavy—zorged 
with a meal too full. He must have been sharp-set- when 
he began. Foxes are generally too wise to eat more than 
they can run away with at ease. 

This fox's career ends ingloriously. He is run into, 
airly in open pasture, just as the sun strikes a single 
ong red beam through a gap in the clouds. It has been 
less than three miles from find to kill, and with no pwe 
worth mentioning in any part of the run. As the hounds 
rend and devour him, the hunters pass flasks about, then 
blow horns and wheel and troop down a cross-road that 
leads to the nearest creek valley. 

But they do not come to it. Half way there Beaton’s 
dogs, circling through a sedgy old field, give tongue after 
a single whimper, and go away with no harking on. 
Pack and riders stream after. The route is down wind 
and down hill, the going reasonably firm. The horses, 
hatdiy winded by the short run, lay back their ears 
and eye each other in flery challenge. Neck and neck, 
or heads lapped on quarters, they race over stubble, nos- 
trils wide, feet falling rhythmically in ever-quickening 
stroke. The wind sings in the huntsmen’s ears. The 
world goes backward, a gray and wan phantasm too 
wan to be even ghostly. But if it bit and tore at the 
riders’ eyes they would not heed.

The second floor of the 
house is occupied by the parlors, tea-room, library, the 
private rooms of Miss Actly, and a few double bedrooms. 
The third and fourth floors contain the single bedrooms. 
The rooms are furnished very much alike and show 
little difference in size. Mine was about 9x12. A car- 
pet rug covers the center of the stone floor, lace cur- 
tains cover one window, with creton curtains inside 
them, next the room, which leaves a recess of two feet. 
A closet, built into the wall, a cot bed, bureau, wash- 
stand and baby stove complete the furniture. Candles 
are exta, so most of the girls buy a lamp and use their 
own coal oil. They also furnish the wood and coa! for 
their own rooms, and make their own fires. 

The two parlors are comfortably and artistically fur- 
nished and heated with Franklin stoves. French win- 
dows open on the street. also onto a balcony overlook- 
ing the court. The chief attraction of the house is the 
library, which is over the dining-room, and has the lux- 
ury of a polished hardwood floor, and two American 
rocking chairs. Book shelves line the walls, and two 
long tables down the center of the room are well sup- 
plied with the best American magazines and papers. The 
library is open to all American students who wish to 
take books home. 

Another attractive room is the tea-room. Al! the so- 
cial events, as well as the spring exhibition, take place 
here, as it is the largest recom in the house. The floor 
is covered with a warm red carpet. The walis are hung 
with framed photographs of good paintings, and the 
room is heated with a stove. A grand piano stands at 
one end and little tables are ranged around the room. 
At the other end is the musician's gallery, under which 
is the tea table, presided over every afternoon by the 
librarian. The tea-room is also free to all the Amer- 
ican students of the Quarter, and as the numerous 
studios spill out their tired workers at 4 o'clock, groups 
of girls may be seen crossing the court to spend a m¢rry 
hour over the teacups. Thin slices of brown bread and 
butter, and tea biscuits. complete the feast, and a feast 
it is to maay of the tired, hungry and cold little stu- 
dents. Sunday nights after church are the weekly re- 
ceptions, and Thursday night any gir) who allows her- 
self the luxury of a beau may have the use of one of 
the parlors. As nearly all the girls are there for hard 
work, the beaux are scarce. There is quite as much 
freedom in the club as the average girl has at home. 
Miss Actly only wants to know where each girl goes 
and with whom, when she goes out at night.

Every winter the “Men's Club” gives the girls a ball, 
and later the girls return it.

Days the Girls Celebrate. 


Holidays, such as Thanksgiving and Chistmas, the 
girls usually get up some kind of an entertainment 
amonz themselves, and as far as possible an American 
dinner is served. I remember Christmas, with ils tur- 
key dinner at night, the girls all in pretty evening dress 
and some of them decorated with real roses. There was 
a tree in the middle of the room and a gift for each girl. 
The miace pies were sent by some good friend in New 
York. An informal musicale in the tea-room ended the 
cay.

The menu is simple, but wholesome. French break- 
fast, of course, coffee, rolls and fresh butter, and if you 
want variety, you can eat seven different kinds of roll, 
all French. Luncheon—Probably mutton thops, saiad, 
some kind of stewed fruit and bread. Dinnér—Soup, 
roast, two vegetables, bread and dessert. Wine or milk 
cxtra. Chicken once a week. | 
During the summer any American woman, married 
single, young or old. can board at the club, as the siu- 
dents have then either gone home or to the country. 
Religious services are heid in the little Episcopal chapel 
at the back of the garden, every Sunday morning and 
eveninz. and once through the week. Thus the club 
supplies all the necessary comforts of life, both spiritual 
ani temporal.

| The Development of the Great Southwest. 


Irrigation Enterprise in New Mexico. 


RIEF reference was made in the Midwinter Times 

to an irrigation enterprise in New Mexico, which 

is being undertaken by the Blue Water Land and 
Irrigat'on Company. in Valencia county, the president 
and manacer of which ie John H. Norton of Los Angeles. 
This is not a new enterprise, a Gescription of it having 
been published in 1895, in the Southwest Illustrated 
Magazine. an Albuquerque publication. In that year the 
company had under cultivation 1500 acres of land, the 
crops being planted as an experiment to see what the 
land would produce. The company satisfied’ itself that 
all the products experimented with would grow 
abundantly. Since that time the company has not farmed 
the land extensively, but has been raising cattle and 
leasing the land.

Making Curios at Monrovia. 


AST-OFF palm stalks, coarse yucca sticks, and the 

odds and ends of orange cuttings are, at the factory 
of Gerhart, Belcher & Co., in Monrovia, converted into 
attractive articles of commerce. F. G. Belcher started 
in a modest way eighteen months ago to cut palm stalks 
into seven-inch lengths and decorate them with paint- 
ings of the San Gabriel Mission. After a tedious séries 
of experiments in an effort to find pigments that would 
stick where applied Mr. Belcher began to turn out the 
decorated sticks, for which he found a good demand. 
Out of that start grew the factory of today, in which 
fifteen hands are employed. With saws and lathes the 
pieces of orange trees and of yucca and palm are made 
ready for the deco Out of knots of orange wood 
are fashioned ink wells. The well proper is treated 
with a preparation to keep the ink from soaking into 
the pores and a stopper from a smal! orange limb is 
made to fit tightly. One of the sides of the well is 
sawed and smoothed to-receive a picture of an Indian 
or a mission or whatever may be most suitable. Other 
pieces of orange wood are turned to represent an 
mounted on a base and the egg is decorated with a 
painted chick. Six young women are employed in paint- 
ing the decorations. 


Water Improvements at Riverside. 


HE Riverside Enterprise gives details of the recent 

purchase by the Riverside Highland Water Company 
of 500 acres of water-bearing ‘and.

lish civil wars between Cromwell and Charles I, the 

most romantic figure is thay of young Prince Rupert 
of the Rhine, the King's nephew, who fought many bat- 
tles for his uncle and, besides besoming a soldier of re- 
nown, was a sailor of fame and a man learned in his- 
tory, literature, languages and many arts and sciences— 
especially chemistry. 

The young Prince was a born leader of men. The 
Cavaliers, as they charged on the field of battle, used to 
shout: “For God, for the Cause; for the Church, for the 
Laws; for Charlies, King of England, and Rupert of the 
Rhine.” 

Soon after Rupert was born, his father, the King of 
Bohemia, was driven out of his capital and country by 
an Austrian army. Jn the hufry of departure, the baby 
was forgotten and left lying on the floor of the palace. 
where it was found by a courtier, who jumped with it 
into the last carriage in the train of the fugitives, and 
drove off just as the hostile soldiers appeared. 

The courtier, not being used to handling babies, tossed 
Rupert into a compartment of the carriage upside down, 
where the child would have suffocated had not his vigor- 
ous squallings called attention to his perilous condition. 

Thus early did Rupert begin that series of extraor- 
dinary adventures by which his life was preéminently 
distinguished. 

The exiled family took refuse in Holland. When 
Rupert was 3 years old, h’'s father wrote: “The little 
Rupert is very learned to understand so many lan- 
guaces.” 

When he was 12 years cld, Rupert could converse In 
every language spoken in Europe, and he could not only 
read but speak Latin. 

He had learned also to ride and fence, to handle a 
musket and a pike, the latter a heavy iron-tipped staff 
carried as a weapon by most of the foot soldiers in those 
days. 7 

Rupert at that early ace was familiar with geometry 
and the eclence of building fortifications. It is said of 
him that “at the age of 8 he handled his arms with the 
readiness of an experienced soldier.” 

Rupert went to war when he was 13, accompanying his 
cousin, Prince Henry of Holland, in a campaign against 
the Spaniards. The campaign was short and successful, 
and on his return Prince Henry held a tournament to 
celebrate his victory, as was the custom in those days— 
knights and gentlemen contending with each other in an 
inclosed arena. 

Rupert was a big boy for his age. and his body had 
been developed by an out-of-door life and gymnastics. 
At this tournament the boy beat all his competitors, 


MONG those who became famous during the Eng- 


*“” though they were grown men of experience in such af- 


fairs.. And he did it, writes the English Ambassador 
who was present, “with such grace as drew the hearts 
and eyes of all the spectators toward him.” 

The next year he enlisted as a private soldier in his 
cousin's army and went to the wars azain. The courage 
of the boy astonished the old sélidiers, with whom he be- 
came very popular, and who exerted themselves to pro- 
tect from harm their young comrade who took no care 
of himself. 

Rupert saw many battles and sieges in this campaign, 
and when he returned he had become famous. His uncle, 
King Charles, invited him to visit him at London. The 
court of King Charles then was the most splendid In 
It was thronged by the most famous painters, 
sculptors, musicians and scholars of the time. 

The King was delighted to find that besides being a 
famous soldier, the boy loved art as well as he did him- 
self and knew as much about it, while as a scholar he 
held his own with the learned men of the court. 

Rupert stayed in England until he Was 18 years old, 
studying all the time, and especially, devoting bimsetf 
to acquiring a knowledge of naval affairs and of seaman- 
ship and shipbuilding. 

The University of Oxford made him a master of arts 
in recognition of his learning. The wonderful boy then 
matured a scheme for founding a colony in Madagascar, 
but was dissuaded from it by the entreaties and fears 
of his mother. 

When he was 18 years old, Rupert left England to go 
to war again. He joined the army of his cousin, Prince 
Henry. who was then besieging the city of Breda, and a 
chronicler of the time says that he “let no day pass with- 
out doing some action at which the whole army was sur- 
prised.” 

When Breda fell to the Dutch arms, Rupert began to 
raise an army with which he intended to make an at- 
tempt to regain his ancestral domains, the Palatinate of 
the Rhine. But his mother declared that he had had 
enough of war for the present and, much against his 
will, sent the young Prince to Paris to compiete his edu- 
cation. 

He did not stay in Paris long, for his brother Charles, 
having raised an army to invade the Palatinate, Rupert, 
now 19 years old, joined it and was put in command of 
a regiment of cavalry. 

The troops of the Austrian Emperor fell on the army 
of invasion and defeated it in a pitched battle. Twice 
did Rupert withstand a charge of the whole imperial 
cavalry, by which his smal! force was greatly gutnum- 
bered. At the third charge his troops gave way. Rupert 
was taken prisoner and an officer of the imperial forces, 
striking up his helmet, demanded to know who he was. 

“A colonel,” replied Rupert. 

“Par bleu! A young one!” exclaimed the officer. 


A soldier coming up recognized the boy and exclaimed: 
“The Electoral Prince!” 
a There was much joy among the imperial troops that 
Prince Rupert, whom they had learned to fear, was cap- 
tured at last, and he was taken as a prisoner to Vienna. 
Rupert was kept a prisoner until he wag 20 years old, 


when he was released. Soon afterward he went to Eng- 
land to begin that service in the cause of his Uncle 
Charlies, which has made him a figure in history.

WONDERS OF PATH-FINDING. 


ANIMALS AND HUMAN BEINGS WHO SEEM TO 
LIAVE A SIXTH SENSE.

The remarkable ease with which certain animals and 
gome savage races of men can find their way through 
trackless country, and often through territory which they 
never traversed before, has occupied naturalists and 
physiologists for ages, and no thoroughly adequate ex- 
planation of the power has been made.

' At the end of the second day both Bates and his Por- 
tuguese companion were bewildered completely, and had 
to confess that they were lost. Finally, without expect- 
ing any real help, they asked the little Indian if he 
could find the way out. Without the least hesitation, 
he pointed in a certain direction and said that they 
would find their camp straight head. 

They doubted it, as the boy pointed in a direction ex- 
actly opposite to that in which they expected to find it, 
but they were agreeably disappointed, for the camp 
turned out to be just where the boy said it was. 

Horses are famous for being able to find their way. 
Zurn. the naturalist, tells of one that had worked for 4 
miller. When it became biind, he sold it to a farmer 
about fifty miles distant. One day, some time after it 
had been sold, its owner drove along a road that passed 
the mill. As soon as the blind horse reached a little 
side path that led from the road to its old home it turned 
into it and tried to trot t@the mill. 

Subsequently, experimen 
and it was found that no matter how the horse was 
driven, from what direction it approached the road, or 
under what circumstances, it never failed to turn out of 
the main road when it came abreast of the little side 


path. 

The German principality, Lippe, once was celebrated 
for a particularly fine breed of horses. They ran half 
wild and were beautiful in form and exceedingly swift 
and powerful. One of them, a magnificent stallion, was 
sold to a French officer who shipped the beast to his 
home in France. 

A few wetks afterward the horse arrived in his old 
home in Lippe. It wore French harness and was cov- 
ered with dust and foam. It turned out that the stallions 
had thrown its rider the moment he had mounted it after 
taking it from the railroad, and had darted away down 
the road. Later men reported that they had seen the 
animal swim across the Rhine. All the facts that were 
gathered finally showed that the horse had run in almost 
a straight line from its French owner's place to its home. 

Civilized men do not possess the gift in so great a 
measure, but individuals are found often who have it. 
An ex-officer of the United States Coast Survey is noted 
for it. The writer had a striking proof of his power one 
night in a big bay on the Atlantic Coast. A small boat 
containing the officer and two companions, had set out 
from an anchored vessel to reach an island about five 
miles away. None of those in the boat had ever been in 
the bay before. A thick sea fog covered the water and 
neither lights nor landmarks were to be seen. Before the 
boat had gone fifty feet the vessel was blotted out. 

Yet the officer steered the little boat without a single 
mistake and without stopping once, as surely and trike 
as if it were bright day. The party not only reached the 
island, but actually was steered by him to a li'tle wharf 
that he knew to exist from his glance at a chart before 
he started.

One of these, early one morning: recently. was scan- 
ning the summit. previous to adjusting his instrument.

The sole witness of the tragedy was so overcome 
with horror and astonishment that for a full minute 
he could not move bis eye from the glass, or his feet 
from the ground. Then, suddenly, he dashed down the 
village etreet, crying out that two madmen had just 
committed suicide by hurling themselves from the sum- 
mit of the great, white mountain. 

Subsequent investigation proved that the supposed 
suicides were a guide and a porter respectively. who 
had attempted the ascent the day before accompanied 
by two young Frenchmen. But a terrific storm had 
come on, the tourists had perished from cold and fa- 
tigue, and.their companions, rendered temporarily in- 
sane by their sufferings, had started to race down the 
giant of the Alps much as children run from the top to 
the bottom of a sand hillock. 

Watchers through telescopes amid the inner moun- 
tain solitudes of Switzerland are used to stranze sights. 
Blood-curdling stories are current of men, aye. and 
women, too, decoyed into these icy fastnesses and de- 
liberately murdered—pushed into a crevasse and aban- 
doned to their fate, or left to die of exposure on some 
wind-swept, inaccessible plateau. 

These affairs are generally hushed up. There is noth- 
ing to be gained, and much to be lost, by frightening 


people away from the “Playground of Europe.” But 
occasionally ugly facts leak out. One noorious case 
will doubtless be remembered, albeit more or iess 


vaguely, by many who read these lines. 

A scoundrelly adventurer, one of those handsome

Of course, the murderer was careful to give the 
alarm at once on returning to his hotel. and was loud 
in his lamentations for the young wife he had lost, so 
that no suspicion was aroused at the time, and if the 
immediate neighborhood. Fortunately, however, the 
murdered girl had a brother who had been devoted to 
her, and who had from the first mistrusted the man 
she had mated.

so many statues, spread about picturesquely over the 
snow-covered rocks.

Dangerous Cosmetics. 


EVERAL cases have recently been noted in the papers 

where foolish women have had their complexions en- 
tirely ruined, and in some cases have sacrifico’ their 
lives, through the use of dangerous cosmetics, supplied 
by “beauty doctors,” under the promise that they will 
produce a fine complexion. There ie no royal road to 
beauty, any more than there is to iearning. The only 
possible way to obtain a clear complexion ts to dill- 
gently follow a hygienic method of life, giving careful 
attention to diet, exercise and bathing, avoiding greasy 
foods, pork, cake, pies and candy, eating plenty of fruit, 
and washing out the stomach reguiarly by drinking a 
glass of hot water about an hour before each meal, with 
a little lemon juice. A good sweat should be taken once 
a week, and as much fresh air as possible should be 
breathed, night and day. 

It may take some time to effect a noticeable change 
by this method, but improvement is sure to come, sooner 
or later, and not only the complexion, but the general 
health will be much better. The only treatment of the 
face that should be permitted is a gentle massage. Even 
this may be overdone. 


Too Much Cutting. 


HE following remarks from the Chicago Chronicle are 
timely, and are entirely in accord with suggestions 
that hat been put forth in these columns: 

“A&A mania for performing operations seems to have 
seized upon the surgeons of the country of late years. 
The introduction of anesthetics, by aid of which the hor- 
rors of an operation are reduced to a mere discomfort 
of breathing a few times into a bag; the extended use 
of hospitals and nursing homes, which has the result of 
relicvinz relatives and friends of all the trouble and all 
the disagreeable incidents of an operation, and, finally, 
the fact that with modern aseptic methods the scar left 
by it is often quite trivial, have conspired to make peo- 
ple regard the ordeal with curious indifference and enter 
with a light heart into adventures from which they 
would perhaps have shrunk had they known a .ittle 
more. And where operations are necessary all this is 
good. It has to be admitted, however, that there is an- 
other side to the question. 3 | 

“Partly owing to the publicity given to operative work, 
partly to the fact that the successful case is apt to be 
by no means reticent about the advantages of ‘getting 
the thing over,’ and partly to the fact that dead men tell 
no tales, the public at large has come to look with urt- 
Jimited and undue confidence upon operations as a way 
out of every difficulty—a deus ex machina which can al- 
ways be invoked to hurry matters up should the treat- 
ment of a malady prove a little tedious. A curious sort 
of demand for operative treatment has arisen. People 
urge each other not to allow their doctors to ‘dally’ with 
their cases, but to do something ‘radical,’ and it if to be 
feared that sometimes if the doctor does not adopt this 
radical policy—or at least do something that requires an 
anesthetic—they regard him as ‘old-fashioned’ (the very 
hardest thing that one c owadays say of any doctor) 
and run off to someone This is a kind of public 
sentiment which it is by no means easy to combat; the 
irresponsible chatter of the patient's friends condemns 
the cautious surgeon, while the unmeasured praise be- 
stowed by the same irresponsible authorities upon the 
occasional success of an adventurous operator leads to 
undeserved fame. As we need hardly say, the effrct of 
all this must react injuriously upon the medical profes- 
sion. Some medical men, indeed, assert that the evil 
consequences of this mania for operating have a.ready 
attained considerable dimensions.” 


7) ERE is come sensible advice from Medical Talk, ta 
regard to the habit of keepiag a “best room,” which 

is seldom used, and ts kept dark: 2 
“The spare room is an abomination. No room saould be 
kept shut up day after day and nicht after night. Sach 
a room is fit only for lizards and slimy toads to inhabit. 
Human beings require air and sunlight and should never 
attempt to cage themselves up night or day in a room 
where air and sunlight have been shut out. As s00n as 
we make a place dark, immediately the spores of an in- 
visible fungus begin to germinate. They cling to the 
wall paper. They become entangled in the meshes of 
the carpet and curtains. Everywhere their deadly fibers 
To enter such a room is to expose ourselves 


‘room. Visitors will be a great deal better off if taken 
out under the trees to be entertained than into such a 


room. Next to cleaning out the filthy hog-pen, which 
constitutes a very common disgrace to farm life, would 
be the cleaning out of these spare rooms. Everything 
should be pulled out of them and thrown into the street. 
Soap and water, scrub brush and broom should be used 
until every particle of the damp and mold has been 
exorcised. A bare room is better than a spare room. 

“Every room in the house should be used daily. Let 
the childref clatter from attic to basement. Keep the 
doors open and the curtains up. As soon as we desert a 
room and leave it to darkness, death enters and lurks

Eucalyptus for Rheumatism. 


CORRESPONDENT of the San Francisco Examiner 
writes to that journal as follows: 

“Through the medium of the wide circulation of the 
Examiner let us give suffering humanity a lift. Kind 
nature supplies a remedy for rheumatism that is within 
the reach of all. Put a large quantity of green leaves of 
eucalyptus in a pot, fill with cold water, bring to the 
boiling point, then boil one hour, set the kettle eff to 
cool; when cold, strain the liquid and bottle to keep. 
Drink a large wine glassful morning, noon and night. 

“If you want quick results, double the dose. Keep on 
drinking the liquid six weeks after being relieved. 
Eucalyptus neutralizes the uric acid in the blood, 

“Oil of eucalyptus rubbed on one’s skin wi!l keep away 
the wicked flea.” 

The Times does not vouch for the value of this remeds. 
but it is certainly a simple one, and would not do any 
harm. It is well known that great medicinal virtues at- 
tach to the eucalyptus. For many years the editor of 
this department has been in the habit of taking every 
morning, on rising. a tumblerful of not water, in which 
have been steeped for several minutes a few eucalyptus 
leaves. The boiling of them would, of course, cxtract 
more of the medicinal qualities. It is a good stomachic. 
A couple of drops of eucalyptus oil may -be substituted, 


‘and would probably serve the same purpose as the 
| prescription above given. 


This eucalyptus oil is an ex- 
cellent thing for rheumatic and other pains, when rubed 
into the skin, and has been so used by the natives of 
Australia from time immemorial. 

If the virtues of the eucalyptus were better under- 
stobd, there would be a great demand for the oil. Sev- 
eral attempts have been made to start factories ‘in 
Southern California for the manufacture of eucalyptus 
oil, on a small scale, but for some reason or other none 
of them appear to have met with particular success. 


Treatment of Catarrh. ‘ 
A COVINA correspondent writes as follows: 

“What is the ‘salt scrub’ mentioned in your depart- 
ment recently ia an articie on catarrh? 

“In treating catarrh, would there be nothing gained 
by douching the nose? 

“In prohibiting grease do you include butter?” ; 

The “salt scrub,” as it has been used by the editor of 
this department for a number of years, consists in plac- 
ing a couple of handfuls of table salt {m a basin, moisten- 
ing it to the consistency of a mush, and then, with a 
small, hard brush, scrubbing the surface of the entire 
body until the skin is in a glow, after which the body Is 
lightly wiped off. If you can get somebody to scrub your 
back, it wil be so much the better. The skin may be 
tender at first, but will soon become accustomed to the 
friction. 

The douching of the nose for catarrh may be used as 
an auxiliary treatment. Some suggestions on this sub- 
ject were given by a correspondent in The Times ol 
Sunday last. [t should be remembered, however, taf 
the main thing is to get the system into good order, and 
to throw out impurities. Merely to attack the outlet is 
something like picking off the pimples in a smallpox 
case, with the view of relieving the disease. 

Fresh sweet butter, in reasonable amount, is whole- 
some, but not when cooked All cils and fats are spe- 
cially bard of digestion when heated. 

The grease roferred to is animal grease, especially lard. 
Consequently, all such things as cakes, and pies, and 
doughnuts should be avoided. Still better than butter is 
olive oil, which should be consured freely at meals. Care 
should be taken to obtain the pure olive oi!, which ts 
not always casy to get, as a great majority of the 1m- 
ported oil, and some of the California oil, |s composed 
largely of cottonseed, This, although a vegetable oil, is 
leas wholesome than the oil of the olive. Those who 
cannot accustom themselves to the taste of clive oi] may 
cat ripe olives. of which most people become very fond 
after a short time.

From the London Express. 

ORD TENNYSON, who has been selected by the 
- King to fill the post of Governor-General of Aus- 
tralia, is called to that very important office at a 
critical period in the history of the island continent 
The candid Australian will remind you that South Africa 
and Ireland are not the only spots upon the sun of em- 
pire. Australia has many troubles, and grave, and Lord 
Tennyson will have achieved a notable work if he man- 
ages to bring about any considerable improvement. The 
existing conditions are full of grave possibilities. The 
continent needs steadying and pulling together, as it 
were. 

It was but the other day that the commonwealth was 
Jaunched. The acceptance of the scheme was noi gained 
without a struggle. Of the 581,611 votes recorded, 420,135 
were in favor of federation and 160,876 against it. It was 
a strong minority. Nevertheless, the brightest hopes 
were entertained when in May of last year the Prince of 
Wales opened the first Parliament of the commonwealth, 
Eighteen months have sufficed to dissipate much of the 
glamour with which the new body was invested, and 
from many quarters there comes a cry for a return to 
the conditiong which were in force previously. 

A Striking Change of Front. 

An industrious minority can create considerable ev!- 
dence of dissatisfaction in a State, but if it be only the 
minority from whom the declaration for secession from 
the federation emanates, then remarkable results in the 
matter of demonstration are being attained. For the 
purpose of comparison with the trend of existing public 
opinion it is interesting to analyze the voting of the 
States at the time of the plebiscite as to the establish- 
ment of the commonwealth. 

The percentage “in favor” worked out as follows; Tas- 
mania, 94.32: Victoria, 94.00; South Australia, 79.46; 
West Australia, 69.42; New South Wales, 56.46; Queens. 
Jand, 55.39. 

Today we find that agitation for secession is growing 
in Queensland, Tasmania, Western Australia, and New 
South Wales. Mr. Philp, Premier of Queensland, re- 
cently declared unequivocally against the Federal gov- 
ernment. and in spite of the denunciation of Sir Edmund 
Barton, he was returned at the head of the poll. The 
Queensland Premier avers that if his State were polled 
today there would be a big majority against federa- 
tion.. The Premier of South Australia adopts a precisely 
similar attitude. Even more emphatic is Mr. Carruthers, 
a prominent representative of New South Wales, who, 
after having worked with infinite zeal to bring about 
the commonwealth, now declares that not 20 per cent. 
of the electors in New South Wales could be persuaded 
to vote for the measure today. 

Most significant of all however, seems the fact that In 
the State Parliament of Western Australia, Tasmania, 
and Queensland, forma! resolutions for secession have 
been tabled. 

It need scarcely be pointed out that no State can dis- 
sociate itself from the federation by the mere passing of 
@ resolution; but the spirit prompting the resolutions 
is obviously inimical to the smooth running of the com- 
mon wealth. 

Moods and the Man. 

Australia as a commonwealth has not yet “found her- 
self.” She alternates between paroxysms of enthusiasm 
and passion of pessimism. 

In glum, economical mood she declined to make her 
Governor-General, the Marquis of Linlithgow, as we 
now know the then Earl Hopetoun, a grant without 
which it was obvious that, in the exceptional cir- 
cumstances he must permit his private resources to be 
strained beyond al! justification, as he himself put it. 

Yet these were the economists of whom Mr. Shiels, 
the Victorian treasurer, tells the following story: 

“When Government House was being built here, the 
architect, Mr. Wardell, asked the then Minister of Pub- 
lic Works what size he intended that the the ballroom 
should be. The Minister asked the architect what were 
the sizes of the big ballrooms in England. and Mr. 
Wardell replied that he only knew of the ballrooms at 
Buckingham Palace, ‘Well,’ replied the Minister, ‘make 
it one-third larger than that,’ and it was made one-third 
larger than the regal ballroom to which the King and 
Queen invite their guests.” 

Commionwealth and State. 

So far the Australian States have experienced rather 
the restraints of federation than its advantages. Divided 
opinions upon the question provoke great bitterness, and 
not long ago, upon a point in dispute between the com- 
monwealth and the States, there was Sir William Lyne 
threatening to send the military to enforce the Federa! 
claim, while Sir John See informed the New South Wales 
Parliament that if such were done he would send the 
“police to arrest them.” 

Since 1880 the gross public debts of Australia and New 
Zealand have leaped from £90,000,000 to £280,000 000. 

With the exception of Western Australia, all the States 
have a deficit on the year’s working, totaling, after de- 
ducting the favored State's balance, over a million ster- 
ling. The States appear to have come near the end of 
their borrowing powers; yet Victoria is pledged to an 
expenditure of £300,000 a year in old-age pensions, which 
she can pay only by borrowing. 

The Federal tariff, passed after the longest debate ever 
known in Australian politics, ig not popular in opera- 
tion. The free traders are disgusted because the duties 
cover so large an area. and are so high in scale; while 
protectionists are dissatisfied because so many articles 
escape. 

The long-continued drought is appalling in its effects. 
Australians are by habit the greatest meat-consumers 
im the world, and hitherto, with flocks and herdg so 


But with bullocks fetching £30 each, and pigs f11, and 
New Zealand frozen mutton finding its way generally 
on to Australian tables, some idea may be had of the 
condition of affairs. All foodstuffs are dear, and fodder 
is at a previously unprecedented price, chaff realizing 
{7 to £8 per ton. 
An Ominous Leakage. 

Not a little alarm is aroused by the drain of popula- 
tion from all th> Australian States to South Africa, 
Australia is losing the population of a fair-sized town 


every six months. And this means sacrifice of hard 
cash, too, apart from all other considerations. 

For no one may land in South Africa unless he have 
either guaranteed employment to go to or at least £100 
in his possession. In a little over six months this year 
Australia lost 3650 healthy adults in this way, with nearly 
£200,000 in their pockets. The drain on Victoria was 
phenomenal, 1670 colonists taking their departure. 

All these disadvantages follow so closely upon the in- 
auguration of the commonwealth that in the popular 
mind there is a tendency to place federation and evil 
circumstances in the relationship of cause and effect. 

A drastic attempt at retrenchment is in progress. The 
movement does not come too soos, In two years the 
State expenditure of Victoria has been increased trom 
£6,600,000 to £8,400,000. That of New South Wales has 
made a still more startling advance, and now reaches 
£11,000,900. 

All round economies are being rigidly enforced. 
Queensland, for example, begins with a 7% per cent. re- 
duction of all State salaries over £100, and goes up to 15 
per cent. Not even the judges escape. 

Lord Tennyson has, therefore, a formidable task be- 
fore him in putting strength into the efforts of those 
who are combating a far-reaching tendency to stampede. 

The notion is gaining ground that Australia federated 
in haste to repent at leisure, and sighs for a return to 
the old order of things. ° 

The new Governor-General, who is one of the most 
popular men with Australians that have ever left the 
old country to dwell among them, is just the man to 
help to demonstrate that it is better to be “one people 
with one destiny” than an agglomeration of wrangling 
and divided States.

MONARCHS OF EUROPE Nor or THE PEOPLE 
Wuom GOVERN.

(1.) The living Princes of the house of Bourbon, or 
house of France, are only one-sixteenth French, the re- 
maining portions being German, Spanish and Italian. 

(2.) Prince Victor Napoleon Bonaparte stands for 
only one-third in the French family of his illustrious 
granduncile, and for two-thirds in the houses of Wurtem- 
burg and Savoy. 

(3.) King Alfonso XIII of Spain is four-fifths Aus- 
trian. 

(4.) King Victor Emmanuel III is more Austrian 
than Italian on account of the numerous crossings ia 
his race, and his descendants will have . Montenegrin 
blood in their veins. 

(5.) Emperor Francis Joseph and his presumptive 
heir are as much Wittelsbach or Estes as they are 
Hapsburgs. Consequently they are for a large part Ba- 
varians and Italians. 

(6.) The King of Sweden and Norway is of Béear- 
naise and French source by Bernadotte, and of southern 
French stock through the Clary family. He is also re- 
lated to the Holstein-Gottorps and to the Leuchten- 
bergs. 

(7.) The King of Greece is Dane. 

(8.) The King of Servia is half Russian. 

(9.) The Prince of Bulgaria is a Saxe-Coburg-Gothen, 
or a Bourbon, and has no Bulgarian blood in him. 

(10.) The Emperor of Russia is somewhat Muscovite 
and very much Danish or German, by reason of the 
marriages of his male ancestors. He descends from the 
Schles wig-Holstein-Sond«rburg-Glucksburg or the Hesse- 
Darmstadt quite as much as from the Romanoffs. 

(11.) The King of the Belgians is Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotham and Bourbon Orléans. There is nothing of the 
Belgian in him. 

(12.) The Queen of the Netherlands is descended 
from the houses of Orange, Nassau and Waldeck-Pyr- 
mont. Consequently she is as much German as Dutch. 

(13.) The King of England is Saxe-Coburg-Hanover, 
Norman and French. 

(14.) The Emperor of Germany is Hohenzollern by 
his father, Guelph or Brunswick-Luneburg by his 
mother, daughter of Queen Victoria, and French by his 
ancestor, Louise de Coligny, the daughter of the great 
admiral murdered by Charles IX, and married for the 
second time to William the Taciturn, of whom she was 
the fourth wife.
